Scanlon reelected village president by 11 votes

Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon retained 


his office last night by only 11 votes over 
WHIP candidates Otis "Skip" Hedlund. 
Scanlon had 1,732 votes to Hedlund's 
1,721. 


A recount is expected in the election 


which saw a total of four candidates 
from the TOP (To Overall Progress Par- 
ty) and one member of the WHIP 
(Wheeling Independent Party), win posi- 
tions. 


Don Jackson, WHIP candidate for 


trustee won over TOP incumbent Albert 
Lang by 10 votes. Jackson got 1,716 votes 
to Lang's 1,706. 


OTHER TRUSTEES elected were Bill 


Hein, 1,851 votes and newcomer Richard 
Missing with 1,709 votes. Both were on 
the TOP ticket. WHIP candidates Harold 
Pagan and Connie Heitkotler finished 
with 1,626 and 1,681 votes respectively. 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens led the 


field with 1,968 votes. She carried all but 
three precincts over WHIP candidate 
Marlene Bokina, who had 1,470 votes. 


Scanlon said he expected a recount due 


to the closeness of the vote. 


Hedlund said he was almost positive 


his party would seek the recount, but did 
not know when. "With only the separa- 
tion of 11 votes, we r->n't concede. A mis- 
take like that could nave been made in 
simple addition," he said. 


He said TOP might ask for a recount 


since Jackson only won by 10 votes. "The 
election was just so close I don't see how 
anyone can officially accept it," Hedlund 
said. 


WHIP ATTORNEY John M. Burke re- 


quested last night the ballots be im- 
pounded by the Wheeling Police Chief, 
Peter Guttilla and kept until further no- 
tice. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer, 


however, said Illinois state statutes don't 
provide for such a system, and the bal- 
lots will be sealed in an envelope until 
the village is instructed on what to do 
next. The ballots were sealed in front of 
several witnesses, according to Hamer. 


Asked if the result was a vote of con- 


fidence for him, Scanlon said, "Could 
you take that (the closeness of the vote) 
as a vote of confidence? I think the vote 
showed both parties made the village 
fully aware that we can work together," 
he said. 


Scanlon appeared worried about the 


outcome when only 10 of the 12 precincts 
were reported in. He was unsure of the 
outcome until the final tally was put on 
the board in the Village Hall. 


SCANLON EARLIER bad predicted that 


TOP would get about 1,700 votes to 
WHIP's 1,100 votes. He said he did not 
expect the results to be so close. 


Hedlund said he thought the turnout 


was "great." He said by the unofficial 
returns it looked as if TOP may have 
worked harder at getting people to the 
polls. 


"We should have won and we had a 


real good chance and winning more seats 
than we did. We still may have a chance 
at more seats," Hedlund said. 


He also said it was a good sign that 


WHIP member Jackson, broke up the in- 
cumbent party ticket. Hedlund said Jack- 
son only hoped more WHIP members 
could have won. 


Asked if he could work with a WHIP 


member on the board, Scanlon said, "We 
will work with anybody."

Wheeling officials are pleased with the 


outcome of negotiations between School 
Dist. 23 and the developers of Tara Vil- 
lage, a 1,200-unit apartment complex 
which was approved Monday night by 
the Wheeling Village Board. 


"We're real pleased with the outcome 


of It because we solved the problems 
with the John Mulr School," said Village 
Mgr. George Passolt. 


The settlement with the Larwin Corp., 


developers of the apartment complex, 
will provide Dist. 23 with a solution to 
drainage problems at the Muir site and a 
$35 donation per living unit. 


FOR MORE than a year, developers of 


Wheeling's Pleasant Run condominiums 
and Dist. 23 have been disputing the 
proper drainage of storm water in the 
area. As a result of the settlement, John 
Glonoso and Associates of Pleasant Run 
have agreed to drop a lawsuit charging 
the district with preventing the natural 
flow of water from the development 
across the Muir site. 


As part of the settlement, the Larwin 


Corp. has agreed to allow a storm sewer 
connection to run into the Tara Village 


Summer school

The Wheeling village manager said he

"I think they came out beau- 
tifully," he siid. "You see, they had a 
problem. Now they wind up so they won't 
have a retention pond on their property." 


Passolt said the drainage problem had 


been of great concern to the Dist. 23 offi- 
cials, and probably was a more impor- 
tant consideration than potential over- 
crowding in the schools.

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Barrett gets 3 years, $15,000 fine in bribery case

Former county clerk Edward J. Bar- 


rett, 73, described by his attorney as se- 
riously 111, was sentenced to three years 
in prison yesterday and fined $13,000 (or 
bribery. 


Barrett, a war hero who held major 


Illinois and Cook County political offices 
for 40 years, was steadied by one of his 
attorneys as he stood to speak to U.S. 
District Judge Richard B. Austin before 
sentence was passed. 


"I have served the state and county, I 


can unflinchingly say, with honor," Bar- 
rett declared weakly before he was 
urged by Judge Austin to be seated at 
the defense table to hear the sentence. 


THE JVOGE, who said he would have 


Imposed a more severe sentence if Bar- 
rett were younger and in better health, 
then gave him three years in prison on 
each of 16 counts, the terms to be served 
concurrently. The government had asked 
for five-year sentence*.

"In those instances where a defendant 


has committed a major white-collar 
crime, he shouldn't be dealt with with a 
slap on the wrist," Judge Austin said. 


Barrett was found guilty March 7 on 


federal charges of accepting $180,000 in 
bribes from Irving H. Meyers, former of- 
ficial of the Sboup Voting Machine Co. 


He was also convicted of income tax eva- 
sion and mall fraud in connection with 
the bribery scheme. 


In arguing for a substantial sentence, 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Daniel Webb told the 
judge that "Mr. Barrett did not serve 


. with honor. Mr. Barrett served with dis- 


grace." He said Barrett's case is an ex- 
ample that "corrupt government is ex- 
pensive government." 


The price of 900 Shoup voting machines 


bought by Cook County on Barrett's rec- 
ommendation bad been raised to provide 
for bribes demanded by Barrett, Meyers 
testified at the trial. 


BARRETT, DESCRIBED by his attor- 


ney Thomas Foran as in "precarious" 
health, yesterday said he was astounded 
at Meyers' testimony during the trial. 


Meyers' recollections of the dates of 


meetings with Barrett at O'Hare Airport 
to deliver the bribery money in blue 
plastic valises were "nonsense," said 
Barrett. 


"I couldn't believe things of this nature 


could happen in this country — that a 
man could boldfacedly perjure himself 
and smile while he did it," he told Judge 
Austin before sentence was passed. 


Barrett served five terms as Cook 


County clerk after holding the Illinois of- 
fices of secretary of state, state treas- 
urer and state auditor. A major power in 
the Cook County Democratic organiza- 
tion, Barrett was also a frequent com- 
panion of visiting movie stars and celeb- 
rities at Chicago night spots. 


"There were no implications of im- 


propriety when he was younger and 
more vigorous and perhaps better able to 
defend himself," Foran told the judge in 
arguing for a lenient sentence. 


FORAN, FORMER U.S. attorney for 


northern Illinois, said that when he 
served in that office, there were no fraud 
convictions under Barrett in the county 
clerk's office, which controls suburban 


elections. 


But there were many instances of 


fraud, Foran said, in Chicago where elec- 
tions are under the jurisdiction of the 
Chicago Board of Election Commission- 
ers. 


Austin took Koran's comment as an op- 


portunity to observe wryly that where 
vote fraud in suburban Cook County is 
concerned, "things may change." His re- 
marks were in obvious reference to Stan- 
ley Kusper, who headed the Chicago 
Board of Election Commissioners when 
Foran was U.S. attorney and has since 
been named Cook County Clerk to re- 
place Barrett. 


Foran told Judge Austin that the jury's 


finding of guilt bad already wrecked Bar- 
rett's life. Barrett, he said, has been hos- 
pitalized four times for heart failure and 
has an open hole in his back as a result 
of a war wound. 


"What the government is asking for 


here is a life sentence," Foran said, ad- 
ding that the five-year sentences on each 


count sought by the government were too 
much in a case where nine prosecution 
witnesses were given immunity in return 
for their testimony. 


Barrett will remain free during his ap- 


peal of the convictions. 


FORAN ARGUED unsuccessfully yes- 


terday for a mistrial, contending that 
there is new evidence in the case. Foran 
said the government had kept secret 
from the defense the dates of the alleged 
bribes handed over to Barrett at O'Hare 
Airport. 


Foran said he had found a houseguest 


who spent the day with Barrett in Palm 
Springs, Calif., on one of those days. The 
defense also knows of two other persons 
who talked with Barrett that day at his 
Palm Springs telephone number, Foran 
said. 


Judge Austin denied the mistrial mo- 


tion and proceeded with sentencing, say- 
ing "I'm not concerned about the (trial) 
record on appeal." 


IBI special agent testifies at Jayne trial 
6Wired' conversation key to murder charge?

A conversation between a "wired" 


Melvin Adams, the state's star witness in 
the George Jayne murder trial, and al- 
leged triggerman Julius Barnes provided 
key evidence that led to the murder 
charge against Silas Jayne, Joseph La- 
Placa and Barnes. 


William R. Collins, special agent for 


the Illinois Bureau of Investigation, testi- 
fied yesterday he provided Adams with a 
wireless transmitter to be monitored by 
the agent during the meeting between 
Adams and Barne» in a shopping center 
parking lot seven months after the In- 
verness horseman was murdered. 


The meeting was arranged at the 


request of Adams, who turned state's 
witness to gain immunity from prose- 
cution. 


THE TESTIMONY came as the prose- 


cution brought its case to near com- 
pletion. The trial may end by this week- 
end following the presentation by the de- 
fense. The jury members may be home 
for Easter Sunday if they reach a verdict 
quickly. 


Collins described the conversation be- 


tween Adams and Barnes which was held 
on May 19, 1971, just three days before 
the three defendants were arrested. The 
defendants have been held in Cook Coun- 
ty Jail for nearly 23 months. 


Barnes: "What did they grab you 


for?" 


Adams: "The IRS took some money 


from me but everything's cool. An you 
still cool?" 
Barnes: "Yes, I'm still cool." 


Adams: "The old man (Silas) is pleased 


with the job you did on George." 


Barnes: "I aimed for the button but 


got him dead center."

THE ONLY discussion of the site, be- 


fore the board voted to accept it was the 
financial arrangement between the fire 
protection district and the fire depart- 
ment. 


The department is getting the loan to 


purchase the entire 64 acres through the 
district. When it receives the money 
from there sale of the 4'2 acres the de- 
partment will almost make enough mon- 
ey to completely repay the district for 
the total land deal. 


Once this financial transaction takes 


place the fire district will turn the deed 
for the s'ation over to the fire depart- 
ment.

He said because of 
those charges he did not discuss nor vote 
on any matters pertaining to the deal. 


"There was never any conflict of inter- 


est for Randy (Rathjen). This deal saved 
the people of the village at least 
$150.000," Winter said. "We went to Ran- 
dy because we knew we could work with 
him" 


"If we don't get help from the trustees 


of the village, who can help us? If people 
keep screaming about the conflict of in- 
terest, people are going to take the atti- 
tude of 'I don't want to get involved'," he 
said. 


Winter said construction on the new

Schools shift gears, keep auto shop teacher 


Summer school signup ends May 18 


May 18 is the deadline for parents in 


School Dist. 21 to register children to par- 
ticipate in summer school classes. 


The courses are scheduled to begin 


Monday, June 18, Daily sessions will be 
conducted from 8:50 a.m. to noon until 
July 13. Schools will be closed July 4. 


Parents may register children for sum- 


mer school classes at the school they 
currently attend. The book rental fee for 
children In Dist. 21 is $5. There is a $25 
tuition fee for students who reside out- 
side the district. 


In addition to regular study courses de- 


signed to aid students with particular 
academic problems, the summer study 
program will also include several unusu- 
al enrichment classes. 


FOR EAGER preschoolers who have 


completed basic kindergarten require- 
ments, there is a class titled "New Dis- 
coveries for Pre-first Grades" at Kilmer 
School in Buffalo Grove. 


The preschool classes will include lan- 


guage study, reading readiness, art ap- 
preciation, mathematics, rhythm and 
music. 


Music students may continue their 


studies this summer by enrolling in band 
and orchestra courses. Both classes will 
meet half sessions, so students may par- 
ticipate in concert band and concert or- 
chestra. 


Student instrumentalists may attend a 


four-hour morning session for a $5 fee or 
a two-hour session. The fee for the two- 
hour session will be $10 because Dist. 21 
will not receive state aid for these stu- 
dents, according to Marjorie Beu, assist- 
ant superintendent for instruction. 


According to Miss Beu, all summer 


school sessions will be divided so stu- 
dents will have time for individual study, 
small group work and some group in- 
etruction. Students will also be given 
time, she said, to participate in library 
reading, art, music and physical educa- 
ion.

Hackenbach, a power mechanics teach- 


er 
at Arlington High School, was 


reluctantly dismissed 
by the school 


board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate. 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 
Hackenbach on. 


UNDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education, Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching 


without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney, the 
district's director of instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them. 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16

hours of education courses and com- 
pleted his student teaching'requirement 
while teaching in the district summer 
school. To complete a regular certificate 
for power mechanics, however, he would 
have to take about 24 more semester 
hours in that field.

able for Hackenbach's case.

agreed to hire Hackenbach for next year 
contingent upon his completing the one 
course necessary for his regular certifi- 
cate.

Lake County 
school site 
deal weighed

Preparing for future Lake County de- 


velopment, School Dist. 96 plans to pur- 
chase a school site near Diamond Lake 
in the northern half of the district. 


The school board has authorized the 


purchase of 20-acres near the inter- 
section of Diamond Lake and Gilmer 
roads. The price of the land is set at 
$150,000. 


No building plans for the proposed 


school have yet been finalized, but school 
officials are buying the land now, ex- 
pecting the surrounding area to be devel- 
oped in the near future. 


The purchase of the Gilmer Road site 


was approved by the school board Mon- 
day night at its April meeting. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the board 


agreed to dismiss Dist. 96 students for 
the school year at 10 a.m. Tuesday, June 
5. Teachers will remain for another five 
days of workshop sessions. 


The teacher workshops, to be con- 


ducted by Ronald Warwick, adminis- 
trative assistant,will include designing a 
plan for the first week of school next fall 
and writing objectives for classroom in- 
struction in the 1973-74 school year. 


Dist. 96 teachers are under contract to 


teach 185 days. This year, students will . 
be dismissed after 180 days because no . 
emergency snow days were used. 


Because of a lack of interest, the board 


also decided there will be no summer ' 
school classes offered by Dist. 96 this 
year. Results of a recent survey indicate 
only seven per cent of the current enroll- 
ment would participate in summer pro- 
grams. 


ACCORDING TO Dist. 96 Supt. William . 


Hitzeman, the requests for programs 
that were submitted by the 61 parents 
who answered the survey were so diver- 
sified that at least six teachers would be 
necessary at a total cost of $1,800. 


Hitzeman said 37 requests were re- 


ceived for some type of student sports 
programs, but he feels Dist. % activities 
would conflict with scheduled park dis-' 
trict plans. 


"Based on our past experience when it • 


conies to registration, less tiian half of 
the people actually sign up," Hitzeman 
said. "I do not think it would be worth 
pursuing any further." 


Hitzeman reported Dist. 96 is planning 


to hire seven new teachers for the 1973-74 
school year. Some of the instructors will 
replace present employes and some will 
be hired to expand current personnel. 


WARWICK SAID HE is considering the 


possibility of devising a screening test to 
be administered to all teachers inter- 
viewing for positions with Dist. 96. 


"We've been swamped with appli- 


cations already," Warwick said. "A test 
would be one way of weeding out people 
who don't have at least a baseline knowl-. 
edge <£ the concepts of IGE." 


IGE or Individually Guided Education 


is the teaching concept that was adopted 
earlier this year by the school board for 
use in all Dist. 96 schools. The IGE pro- 
gram emphasizes meeting the needs of 
each particular student. 


Newly elected board member, Jack 


Landau, questioned the equity of War- 
wick's proposed test. 


"Because you didn't require the teach- 


ers we already have to take any kind of 
test, I'm not sure it would be fair," 
Landau said. He added that such a test 
might be in violation of civil rights legis- 
lation.

light turns green in strictly passe in 
these dnys of gasoline shortages and con- 
cern for an efficiently operated automo- 
bile. 


Yet many consumers are passing by 


an opportunity to do away with the big- 
gest culprit of them all when it comes to 
improved gas mileage, the heavy, fully 
equipped new car. "Gimme the works" 
is music to a car salesman's ear, and 
he's been singing a cheerful tune lately 
as buyers turn out in increasing numbers 
to buy new cars with all the extras. 


It seems those fat refund checks from 


the government are helping to boost new 
car sales to record national levels, a 
healthy trend seconded by several North- 
west Suburban auto dealers. "When they 
buy a new car. it's most often first class, 
and we're selling more cars this year," 
said Jerry Kay, general manager at the 
Morton Pontiac dealership in Arlington 
Heights. 


THE BEST SELLING model is the full- 


size Catalina, followed by two inter- 


mediates. Sales are only "mediocre" on 
a subcompact introduced by Pontiac, he 
says. 


PEOPLE WANT certain extras," said 


Kay, 
"even on small cars." These in- 


clude air conditioning, power steering, 
automatic transmission, vinyl roofs and 
electric defrosters for the windows. 


"Most people say they're concerned 


about mileage but says Victor Santi, 
sales manager at Roto Lincoln Mercury, 
Inc., they still want cars with air condi- 
tioning. It's like they know in tl» back of 
their mind that this will all pass. Cars, 
dancing women, they're all going up," he 
says of the rising cost of new cars and he 
added cost of operating a fully equipped 
car. 


Sales at the Arlington Heights deal- 


ership are up "pretty good" over last 
year, Santi said. "This includes a range 
of models. 


"There is concern for gasoline mile- 


age" says John Porcelli, sales manager 
for Hoskins Chevrolet in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. "We're selling more cars with all 


the extras, air condition.'ng, automatic 
transmission, etc. It is the emphasis 
we're getting on luxuries." 


SALES IN THIS area are up lately, 


says Porcelli. "There's a lot of money 
going around. Wages are up, production 
is up. That basically accounts for it. And 
we're in an inflated period, he notes, 
when a buy-now-to-avoid-higher-prices- 
later could be a factor. A range of new 
car sizes are good sellers at his deal- 
ership, from small cars to luxury mod- 
els. 


W. Robert Price Jr., vice president, 


corporate development for Universal Oil 
Products Co. in Des Plaines, puts it this 
way: "People say they're concerned 
about gas mileage. But as the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency has pointed 
out, the new heavier cars with their air 
conditioning and their automatic trans- 
missions cut down on mileage more than 
all the pollution control equipment they 
talk about. 


"So they have an air conditioner to 


keep the dirty air out." Motorists could 
solve part of the problem of poor mile- 
age by cutting out some extras, he said. 


Auto sales for early April, following on 


the heels of record sales in March, con- 
tinue good on a national level. A 23 per 
cent overall gain in auto sales for early 
April included a 109 per cent gain over a 
year ago reported by American Motors 
Corp. Others included: General Motors 
Corp.: a 28.7 per cent increase; Chrysler, 
up 2.1 per cent; Ford Motor Co., up 11.4 
per cent from a year ago. 


Many have lost suppliers 
Cut-rate stations singing a sad tune 


Cut-rate service stations who gloried in 


their cheap, gasoline prices- and gobbled 
up the business from other dealers now 
are singing a different tune. 


Many In this area have lost their sup- 


pliers or they've been cut back to half 
what they're used to selling. A drive 
along U.S. Rte. 14 or Rand Road in the 
Northwest suburbs, shows that many sta- 
tions now have pulled out the prices on 
their signs. Independents and some ma- 
jor brand dealers are raising prices to 
meet the increased cost of doing busi- 
ness. 


Triangle Refineries out of Houston 


Texas, abruptly cut off many Chicago 
area independent dealers last week. A 
subsidiary of Kerr-McGee Corp., the 
Company had trouble meeting the needs 
of its own dealers as supplies from ma- 
jor oil companies were curtailed. 


AMONG THE dealers now "out of gas" 


as a result of the Triangle move is the 
Big D Gas on Rand Road, Arlington 
Heights 
.Hm Hull, who maintains his 


own mechanic shop there and manages 
gasoline sales "when there's gasoline," 
says if the Independents hadn't been so 
anxious to slash their prices they might 
not have been cut off from their supplies. 
"From what I've been hearing, this is a 
squeeze of the little people in this busi- 
ness." he said. • It's true, there could be 
some shortages, but I don't know what 
the outcome of all this will be." 


"IT DOESN'T look promising at all." 


said Hull of his chances to gain added 
gasoline supplies. He predicts rising 
prices for gas will continue. "There's go- 
ing to be fewer people out driving their 
second cars, and auto sales will drop as 
a result of this." he says. 


Ralph Porcetli. assistant to the execu- 


tive officer of the Gasoline Retailers As- 
sociation of Metropolitan Chicago, said 
approximately 20 per cent of Chicago are 
independent 
gasoline station owners 


are affected by majors to kill off the 
c o m p e t i t i o n with the independents. 
"Once the major brands are successful 
in exterminating the independent sup- 
pliers, they have control of the entire 
market and they can raise gasoline 
prices to the level they feel they'd like 
to take," he said. 


THE WHOLE question of gasoline 


shortages is questionable when the ma- 
jors are siphoning off gasoline supplies to 
alternate areas of the county, Porcelli 
continued. He cited Sun Oil Co. ship- 
ments to West Memphis, Ark., and point- 
ed to the "free gasoline" offers by Stan- 
dards for tire-buying customers as exam- 
ples of the supply manipulations, 


"Many independents are now charging 


more than the majors right now because 
of their increased pipeline cost," Porcelli 
said Tuesday. He's predicting a 50-cents- 
a-gallon charge for regular gasoline by 
June. 


Among the larger independents affect- 


ed by cutbacks are Martin Oil Co. which 
plans to close 65 per cent of its stations 
outside the Chicago area, and Checker 


which will close stations nights and pos- 
sibly weekends. 


"I don't believe we'll see a 50 cents a 


gallon," said James Brawar, adminis- 
trator of the Illinois Service Station Op- 
erators Association and the North Subur- 
ban Dealers Association. "But to meet 
higher operating costs, the normal price 
for regular right now should be an aver- 
age 42.9 cents a gallon." The current av- 
erage price is 40 cents a gallon, he said. 


BRAWAR SEES the squeeze on supply 


to independent dealers as an effort by 
the majors to serve their own dealers 
first, a move he approves. In the past he 
says, major brand dealers have had to 
contend with skyrocketing prices, just as 
they do now, in the face of competition 
with independent stations who sell gaso- 
line at cheap rates. 


"The first week in June is when this 


will all come to a head," Brawar pre- 
dicts. That's when the vacation season 
begins and we'll feel any shortage." 


Five major brand stations surveyed 


Tuesday by the Herald all reported ade- 
quate gasoline supplies. A Pay Less sta- 
tion affiliated with a major oil company, 
is also well supplied, the Memco station 
on Rand Road, Arlington Heights, report- 
ed being cutback by half in gasoline sup- 
plies. The station, has had to raise its 
price four cents a gallon to 37.9 and may 
have to increase the price again, said the 
manager.

Women resort to new tactics to obtain their 'rights' 


Women in the Illinois General Assem- 


bly have embarked on what could be a 
tedious but productive project to update 
the statutes of Illinois as they pertain to 
women. 


It Is the first united effort to come out 


of the newly formed women's caucus, an 
Informal alliance of the 11 Republican 
and Democratic females in the legisla- 
ture. 


Among the chief arguments used 


against the women's rights amendments 
was that those rights are already fully 
guaranteed by the U.S. and Illinois con- 
stitutions and that all that is needed is to 
correct inequities by legislation. 


"Well," declared Rep. Giddy Dyer, 


R-Hlnsdale, "we are going to give the 
legislature the opportunity to do just 
that." 


So the ladies of the House turned their 


attention to the Illinois statutes to glean 
those provisions which they say abridge 
the rights of women. In their first sortie, 
they came up with 10 examples — and 
the Illinois statutes fill three very heavy 
volumes. 


IT IS LIKELY that further research 


will give them grist for dozens — or hun- 
dreds? — of further examples. 


The initial crop of ten has been trans- 


lated into proposals for new legislation to 


rewrite the offending statutory provi- 
sions. They have the sponsorship of all 
eight women in the House, including 
Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, and Rep. Virginia Macdonald, 
R-Arlington Heights. 


It is, however, not the true intention of 


the women's caucus to rewrite the Illi- 
nois statutes from cover to cover — with 
the possible exception of Rep. Mary Lou 
Kent, R-Quincy, the lone woman who 
voted against the constitutional amend- 
ment, but joined in sponsorship of the 
statutory amendments. 


"We want to dramatize the way in 


which women are discriminated against 
under the law, despite the provisions of 
the Constitution," said Mrs. Chapman. 


They may have something going. 
Their first 10 proposals are not frivo- 


lous, and it is likely that they will find 
more which carry substance. 


It's likely that some of the more 


hidebound anti-ERA conservatives will 
resent this new tactic and you can expect 
charges that the women's caucus is clut- 
tering up the legislative process and 
slowing the work of the General Assem- 
bly, as if anything could become slower 
or more cluttered up. 


BUT THOSE WHO opposed ERA be-

Education Today

Ordinarily when public officials are 


misquoted by the press they complain 
yell and otherwise raise a fuss about it. 


However, William Mann, vice presi- 


dent of business affairs at Harper Col- 
lege, says he was probably misquoted 
recently by the school's student news- 
paper, the "Harbinger" and he doesn't 
sound too unhappy. 


In the April 2 Harbinger, a front-page 


story appeared that said, "Unless addi- 
tional revenue is obtained within the next 
few years, Harper College will have to 
close its doors after the '74-'75 school 
year, according to William J. Mann." 


The story then went on to detail the 


financial problems the college is facing 
and gave Mann's justification for a $2 
per credit hour tuition increase. The in- 
crease was approved last week by the 
college board with the support of the stu- 
dent senate, which said it was convinced 
the increase was necessary. 


The statement that the school may 


have to close seemed to me to be a little 
extreme, so after the board approved the 
tuition hike, I asked Mann just what he 
did say to the "Harbinger" reporter who 
did that story, 


MANN'S REACTION was interesting. 


To begin with, he said. "Well, Wandalyn, 
you know newspapers have been mis- 
interpreting me for a long time," 


OK, BUI, I said. But what did you tell 


the reporter that made him think you 
were going to close Harper? 


"I don't remember saying that," he 


told me, and then later added that it 
might have been an "off the cuff re- 
mark." He also said, "Obviously we 
aren't going to close the college" and 
said he had "gotten a lot of fun" out of 
the reaction to the story. 


Mark Kaneen, editor of the "Harbin- 


ger" and the reporter who wrote the 
article, has a different story. He says 
that Mann made the statement while 
showing him the charts that project the 
school's expenses and revenue in the fu- 
ture. The charts show that, if no revenue 
increases and expenses keep going up, 
the school will be $1,184,000 in the red by 
1974-74. 


Kaneen says, "He said possibly they 


could struggle along for one more year 
by borrowing on taxes. He said to me 
that it was "a possibility that the school 


would have to close." 


Kaneen admits he seized on that state- 


ment when he wrote the story because it 
was catchy. He also says he understood 
that everything might not stay exactly 
the same over the next few years — and 
he said that in history. 


HOWEVER, KANEEN doesn't quite 


believe that Mann doesn't remember 
saying the college would have to close 
without more revenue. And he doesn't 
think it was an off-the-cuff remark that 
Mann didn't think about. 


"I don't think he'd make a statement 


like that with no thought behind it," Ka- 
neen said. "He's not that dumb." 


The editor also said he doesn't think 


the statement was the thing that con- 
vinced the student senate to support the 
tuition increase. Mainly, he said, the stu- 
dents looked at the projected deficits and 
agreed the tuition hike was sensible. 


My reaction, though, is that the "Har- 


binger" story probably didn't hurt when 
the senators were thinking about what to 
do about the tuition increase. And that 
probably explains why Mann isn't com- 
plaining very much about how Kaneen 
misinterpreted him. 


To quote Mann again, "Don't you think 


that if I said something like that it was a 
reporter's responsibility to ask me what 
I really meant?" And, later, he also said 
he didn't think his statement had con- 
vinced the student senate. After all, he 
said. "Who believes what the adminis- 
tration says?" 


Or, to quote Kaneen again, "I can see 


where there would be some value in his 
making that statement to play it up be- 
cause of the tuition increase."

trenches" during warfare may find it 
more difficult to oppose such laws as 
equal pay for equal work. 


Mrs. Chapman has noted that many of 


those who opposed ERA are the same 
legislators who have in the past opposed 
specific laws which would benefit wom- 
en. 


If indeed, ERA backers can keep a 


steady stream of women's equality legis- 
lation before the General Assembly, they 
may be able to establish a pattern of 
anti-female voting on the part of some 
legislators, if Mrs. Chapman's assess- 
ment is correct. That in turn might bring 
some heat on some of the anti-ERA legis- 
lators whose constituents might begin to 
suspect their motives on ERA. 


In the cause of ERA, it might be just 


as beneficial if each and every one of the 
women's rights proposals were defeated. 
Then the proponents could shoot down 
the corrective 
legislation 
argument: 


"See? It cannot be done." 


Conversely, if enough proposals can be 


brought forth and demonstrated to be le- 
gitimate legislative needs, it might set 
some legislators to thinking that maybe 
the constitutional amendment is needed 
after all. 


IT WOULD SEEM, for instance, that 


some of the initial legislative proposals 
should encounter little resistance ... a 
measure to change the reference in the 
wrongful Death Act from "widow" to 
"surviving spouse" ... to substitute the 
word "person" in each instance where 
the term "woman" is used . . . forbid- 
ding discrimination in employment under 
state and federal defense contracts. 


But others are loaded. 
One proposal is to change the Univer- 


sity Civil Service System Act to prohibit 
discrimination in employment. A recent 
study by the Illinois Commission on the 
Status of Women, headed by Sen. Esther 
Saperstein, D-Chicago, showed vast dis- 
crepancies between pay scales and pro- 
fessional status of men and women. 


The survey also showed that women 


are slow to be promoted, and the first to 
be fired — especially married women, 
who have difficulty gaining tenure. 


To equalize the situation would be ex- 


pensive — and that guarantees opposi- 
tion. But opposition guarantees the op- 
portunity to air the inequities. It may get 
tedious, but it might work, too.

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U.S. sues biggest air carrier 
United Air Lines denies bias charge 


A vice president for United Air Lines 


yesterday disputed federal government 
allegations that the air carrier dis- 
criminates against blacks and women in 
hiring and promotion policies. 


The charge was made in a suit filed 


Monday in Federal District Court in 
Chicago against United and five unions 
representing United employes. 


t/mted's world headquarters is on Al- 


gonquin Road in Elk Grove Township. 
The airline contends it is the largest in 
the free world. 


The suit charged the airline and the 


unions discriminated in hiring and re- 
cruitment practices by, "assigning white 
persons and males to jobs which offer 
better opportunities for training and ad- 
vancement, while assigning blacks to 
less desirable jobs which include sky 
cap, maid and utility employes, steward- 
ess, office and sales jobs " 


CLARK E. LUTHER. United vice pres- 


ident — system personnel, said yester- 


day, "United Air Lines is firmly com- 
mitted to an employment policy and 
practice of non discrimination. He said 
the airline has established goals and op- 
portunities for women and minority 
group members In its Affirmative Action 
Program, approved by the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration (FAA). 


"Since the FAA monitors our employ- 


ment practices," Luther said, "it is our 
belief It would not have approved our af- 
firmative action plan if United had been 
deemed guilty of discrimination." 


The suit, assigned to Federal Judge 


Hubert L Will, asks that the airline and 
the unions be enjoined from continuing 
the alleged discriminatory practices. 


The unions named in the suit include: 


International Association of Machinists 
and Aerospace Workers, Air Line Pilots 
Association, Communications Workers of 
America, Air Line Employes Association 
International and AFL-CIO Transport 
Workers Union. 


THE SUIT charges United promoted 


white employes to better-paying, nonsu- 
pervisory positions while, a "failing and 
refusing to promote blacks with the same 
amount of seniority and qualifications to 
the same jobs." 


Luther said, "In spite of severe eco- 


nomic conditions which have limited em- 
ployment opportunities in the industry, 
United's percentage of minority employ- 
es increased from 8 per cent in 1965 to 13 
per cent in 1972. 


In the suit the government said United, 


as of December 1972, employed 49,393 
persons, of which 3,500 (7 per cent) were 
black and 15,000 (30 per cent) were wom- 
en. A United spokesman said as of yes- 
terday the company had 43,383 employes, 
of which 6,240 (14.4 per cent) are of mi- 
nority groups and 14,832 (34.2 per cent) 
are women, 


Luther said that during 1972 24.3 per 


cent ol' the persons promoted or hired by 
United were minority1 group members 


and 41.4 per cent were women. He said 
managers from minority groups in- 
creased from 31 per cent in December 
1971 to 5 per cent a year later, while 
women managers increased from 6.1 per 
cent to 8.2 per cent during the same peri- 
od. 


In 1972, Luther said, 14 per cent of all 


United employes were members of mi- 
nority groups while 38.6 per cent were 
women. He said United was among the 
first companies in the country to partici- 
pate in programs to assist minority 
groups. Five years ago, he added, the 
company became active in the National 
Alliance of Businessmen's JOBS pro- 
gram, in which United provided employ- 
ment to more than 800 minority group 
persons. 


A spokesman for the Air Line Employ- 


es Association International said only 30 
of its members work for United, all as 
flight simulator operators. "There's no 
discrimination here," he said. "We don't 
know what they're talking about."

Report shows juvenile delinquency hits all areas 


by t'nlted Press International 


A survey of 3,100 Illinois teenagers 


shows that Juvenile delinquency occurs 
with about the same frequency among 
blacks and whites, rich and poor and ur- 
ban and rural youngsters. 


The survey, released at a news confer- 


ence this week by the Institute for Juve- 
nile Research of the Illinois Department 
of Mental Health, also shows that girts 
are increasingly involved in delinquent 
activities 


The conclusions were based on an- 


swers provided during a statewide sur- 
vey last year of 3,100 teenagers ranging 
from 14 to 18 years. 


Each was asked to answer a question- 


naire on his or her participation in the 
areas of drugs, violence, auto violations 
property crimes and petty crimes. 


THE RESPONSES showed that blacks 


are more likely to report acts of personal 
violence, whites are more likely to report 
auto violations but "the overall delin- 
quency is similar for both races " 


The survey also showed that "when pa- 


rental education and father's job are 
used as measures of social status, there 
are no major differences in delinquency 
involvement across the social class 
spectrum 


"Although there is little difference in 


actual delinquent behavior," the report 
said, "we know from official statistics 
that economically deprived youngsters — 
both white and minority group adoles- 
cents — run a much higher risk of being 
arrested for their delinquencies." 


The report said that Illinois teenagers 


"reported generally similar levels of de- 


linquency involvement whether they 
were interviewed on farms, or in towns, 
suburbs or small or large cities." 


ON SEX DIFFERENCES the report 


said, "For 
virtually every type of 


delinquent behavior measured girls re- 
port a much higher rate of involvement 
than official records had led us to ex- 
pect." 


"The girls in the 1972 Illinois survey 


report a higher level of delinquency in- 
volvement than girls have ever reported 
in the past," the report said. 


Statistics showed that the less serious 


the crime, the more youngsters who had 
participated in it. 


Some 56 per cent admitted petty theft, 


but only 13 per cent admitted breaking 
and entering. Half of those questioned 
admitted fistfighting, 25 per cent said 


Voluntary curb asked on interest rates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The adminis- 


tration Monday asked banks to volun- 
tarily hold down interest rates on loans 
to homeowners, consumers, small busi- 
nessmen and farmers. 


But it left the prime interest rate 


which banks charge large businesses 
free to fluctuate. 


The Committee on Interest and Divi- 


dends also asked banks to hold down 
their profit margins to the average of the 
best two of the past four calendar years. 


It said mortgage loans and installment 


loans to consumers should be under vol- 
untary "special restraint" so as to re- 
main "relatively stable" even if other in- 
terest rates should go up 


THE COMMITTEE, headed by Federal 


Reserve Board Chairman Arthur Burns, 
said this "dual" system, involving differ- 


ent standards for large business and oth- 
er kinds of borrowers, will "afford small 
business borrowers protection against 
burdensome increases in interest rates, 
while at the same time providing a basis 
for a flexible structure of bank interest 
rates which is consistent with orderly 
economic growth " 


"Rates charged by a commercial bank 


to small business and farm borrowers 
should remain at levels no higher than 
those prevailing on the dae these criteria 
are issued unless an increase can be 
fully justified by increases in costs," the 
committee said 


"If increases in these rates occur, they 


are to be decidedly smaller, and are also 
to be made less frequently, than changes 
in rates on loans to large firms," the 
committee said. 


IT SAID THAT, since the economic 


stabilization 
program 
requires com- 


panies and workers alike "to forego for 
the sake of the general welfare some of 
the earnings that they might otherwise 
have realized, banks should accept sim- 
ilar restraints." 


The American Bankers' Association 


said, "We are confident the American 
banking industry will observe the guide- 
lines issued by the Committee On Inter- 
est and Dividends. While there are prob- 
lems in any system of administered in- 
terest rates, we feel that the dual rate 
concept announced today is an appro- 
priate temporary measure in a time of 
economic stress."

the activities of adolescents or the ir- 
regular and often senational reporting of 
the public media," the directors said.

Recent announcement that the 


Navy indeed plans to put govern- 
ment housing for its personnel and 
their families on the Arlington 
Heights Nike site seems to have 
doomed 
hopes that the acreage 


could be developed into a regional 
park 


Despite efforts from an area- 


wide committee headed by Arling- 
ton Heights attorney and Wheeling 
T o w n s h i p 
Republican 
Com- 


mitteeman Richard Cowen to get 
the land deemed excess federal 
acreage Navy housing now seems 
a certainty. 


It should be remembered that 


government officials never said the 
land would be turned over for local 
use and there was never firm as- 
surance from the Navy that no fed- 
eral housing would be built on the 
site. But for good reasons local 
park and political leaders were 
hopeful that as the need for the lo-

cal air defense and reserve head- 
quarters lessened, so would grow 
the opportunity for a regional park 
for the Northwest suburbs. 


The original high hopes of the ad 


hoc committee in favor of the re- 
gional park were probably too opti- 
mistic, although we must admit 
that we shared that high optimism 
based upon the attitude toward the 
plan of Sen Charles Percy IR-I11 ) 


At the time the regional park 


plan, was brought to him, Percy 
said he would make the acquisition 
of the Nike base a matter of high 
priority and assign a staff member 
to the matter immediately 


At the same time, in January, 


1972. Percy said. "I have seen 
many proposals of this sort to set 
aside land for open space but this 
is the most imaginative I've ever 
seen." 


"These people," Percy said of 


the planners, "have the same fore- 


sight as the planners of this great 
city (Chicago) when they set aside 
land for parks like Franklin Park 
and the lakefront." 


In January, 1972 the optimism 


was high indeed, invigorated to a 
large measure by the open backing 
of a United States Senator of the 
stature of Charles Percy. 


Yet, the enthusiasm didn't last 


In October, 1972 when Percy ap- 
peared at the Herald's offices for 
an interview, he was barely aware 
of the continued interest in the re- 
gional park and said he would as- 
sign a staff member to the project 
immediately. 


Percy and other political observ- 


ers warned all along that opposing 
the Navy on housing priorities was 
like shooting down the moon, but 
the disappointment felt here that 
the Navy's bureaucratic power re- 
mains unchecked is still keen. 


We feel most disappointed that 


this good and level-headed plan for 
a regional park has apparently 
gone asunder. 


We hope now that if the De- 


partment of the Navy is serious 
about erecting dependent 
housing 


on the Nike site that federal plan- 
ners will take into account the 
drainage aspects of the land. 


Obviously, no municipality has 


overriding say on a federal project. 
But if Navy housing should come to 
Arlington Heights instead of a 
park, residents downstream from 
the housing should be represented 
by village officials who can look af- 
ter the interests of the community. 


The Arlington Heights Park Dis- 


trict has received a portion of the 
federal land for recreational use, 
and naturally that portion is wel- 
come But it is only a fraction of 
the total acreage which could have 
been available to the Northwest 
suburbs had the regional plan idea 
become a reality. 


Barring further convolutions in 


Washington, 
Navy 
housing will 


come to Arlington Heights as we 
have been told it would for several 
years. 


When the housing is finally built, 


we hope Senator Percy comes to 
dedicate the new government facil- 
ity and to view with us the fate of 
the regional park which could have 
been there

Angry about sex discrimination in business? 
Don't stew, do something

NEW YORK (UPI) - The Securities 


and Exchange Commission's (SEC) re- 
cent decision to delay action on fixed 
commission rates may help the financial 
community this spring, but a UPI survey 
indicates Wall Street IB planning for sub- 
stantial changes once the rates come 
down. 


Despite layoffs in some areas, Wall 


Street is out looking for retail brokers to 
sell securities to the general public. As 
one broker put It, "With institutional 
sales going down to a nickel a share, the 
retail business is where the money is." 


Analysts also are looking for a change 


in stock market action when the rates 
come down, "If they can't get the little 
guy back in the market, liquidity will be 
a forgotten word," one broker said. 


ALTHOUGH the SEC decided against 


changing the rate structure this spring 
because of "the serious financial situ- 
ation in the brokerage community at this 
time," the SEC Is committed to reducing 
the negotiated rate level to $100,000 by 
April of 1974. 


Among the brokerage houses moving 


deeper into the retail business are: An- 
dresen, Faulkner, Dawkins & Sullivan, 
DuPont, Glare Forgan and CBWL-Hay- 
den Stone. Some nouses have been doing 
both retail and institutional business but 
now are beefing up their retail account 
departments. 


Faulkner, Dawkins & Sullivan has In- 


creased its retail staff to 12 salesmen in 
a year and will eventually have 18 and 
Andresen has 20, up six from two years 
ago 


While neither firm is looking for the 


very small investor, both compete for the 
"sophisticated investor" with $50,000 to 
$100,000. 


The shift also has meant a policy 


change in releasing research reports. 
"Before the big boys would get the re- 
ports and run, leaving the little guy to 
take it on the chin," one broker said. 
Today, "they both read the report at the 
same time." Both brokerage houses say 
the system works satisfactorily. 


Getting the public back into the market 


is essential to make the retail business 
buildup worth it, DuPont Glore Forgan 
adds. To-do it, the brokerage house has 
put together the DuPont "asset triangle 
— a specific plan to help people set goals 
and employ money In a way they are 
looking for but not a pie in the sky sort 
of thing," Walter E. Rauch, executive 
vice president adds. 


AND, IF fixed fees almost disappear 


and all stock transactions are negotiated, 
IC. Investor's Corp., an advisory service 
for professional money managers, has 
forecast substantial changes in the stock 
market action. IC's forecasts include: 


—Rates for small investors may go up 


instead of down, thus discouraging the 
small investors. This in turn will de- 
crease market liquidity. 


—It is conceivable there will be "possi- 


bly less speculation and more Investing." 


—Small Investors may go to In- 


stitutions and have them do their in- 
vesting or they may exit from the mar- 
ket, and just put their money into sav- 
ings accounts. 


—Certain favorite stocks will have the 


activity, and those not in favor may 
show little market volume. For example, 
a low-priced stock with good earnings 
record and little institutional following 
might not have any significant price ap- 
preciation. 


—For the time being, the third market 


— an extra stock trading arena — looks 
like it's here to stay.

NEW YORK - "When a woman in 


business is passed over for a raise or 
promotion it is anger, not ego, that poses 
her major problem," said Dr. Rhyn Ser- 
lin, Clinic Administrator of the New York 
Institure for Hypnotherapy. 


"It is a definite affront to a man's ego 


when he fails to get an anticipated pro- 
motion. But women can recognize that 
despite equal pay — equal-work legisla- 
tion, inequality and job discrimination 
still exists. Women are paid less and 
passed over for promotions." 


Traditionally, according to Dr. Berlin, 


because men had families to support 
they were paid more. But the picture has 
changed and most women working today 
do so to help support their families. 


When the career woman with the same 


educational background and experience 
and equal capabilities sees her male co- 
worker promoted she faces anger. She is 
firmly convinced that if she were a man 
she would get the raise or promotion. 
But a man in the same situation with 
another man must face the conclusion 
that he is inferior. 


Gillette to have 
interest in Europe 


BOSTON (UPI) - Gillette Co. has 


signed a contract for its first manufac- 
turing venture in Eastern Europe. Gil- 
lette will have a minority interest in a 
Yugoslav company that will make stain- 
less steel razor blades and metal tape 
measures. At the same time, Gillette 
said it has established a small razor 
blade factory in Indonesia. 


"PERHAPS BECAUSE the promotion 


of a woman of equal talents over a man 
would cause doubly intense feelings of in- 
adequacy in the male, male-oriented 
management Is prejudiced against the 
woman," she observed. "But at least 
with a gal a missed promotion doesn't 
pose a threat of ego annihilation." 


How to deal with the problem? Dr. Ser- 


lin says there are two avenues of ap- 
proach. Either the career woman holds 
in her anger — not a healthy solution — 
or she does something about it.

ample of combating the anger that has 
been experienced for so many decades. 


While Dr. Serlin agrees in essence with 


most of the goals of Women's Lib, she 
confesses annoyance with those who 
want equality but still cling to the privi-

Look at the most recent performance 


data on the mutual funds and you'll con- 
clude that investors have done pretty 
well — or pretty poorly — depending on 
how long a yardstick you use. 


Anyone except the very greedy should 


be pleased by a 39 per cent increase in 
the value of an Investment over a period 
of two years and nine months. 


That's the average for all growth 


funds, large and small — 189 of them — 
according to a special first-quarter re- 
port of the Arthur Upper Corp., an in- 
vestment banking firm that computes a 
continuing performance analysis of mu- 
tual funds for the industry. 


Now lengthen the yardstick to six and 


a quarter years. Averaging out the 
growth funds going back to the end of 
1966 (fewer of them are that old; only 125 
on this list), Upper comes up with a fig- 
ure of 43 per cent growth. 


NOT EXACTLY A spectacular result. 


Better than the investor could have done 
with his money in a savings account, but 
not much better. 


Next, cut a year and three months off 


the yardstick. It's now five years long — 
measuring the average performance 
from the end of March, 1968, to the end 
of this year's March. The average, with 
171 funds on this list, is a meager 9.24 
percent. 


This reflects, of course, the terrible 


clobbering that most growth funds took 
in 1969 and 1970, when the stock market 
was going through its worst blood bath 
since the '30s. The investor who had the 
ill fortune to buy his mutual fund shares 
in 1968 is only now beginning to get a 
little ahead of even — despite the good 
showing of the growth funds since mid- 
1970.

They had been doing well, that Is, until 


1973 rolled around. During the first three 
months of this year, share values fell off 
14.83 per cent, on the average, for the 226 
funds Upper now puts in the "growth" 
category. 


Still, do all these figures tell the in- 


vestor, or potential investor, very much 
of what he really wants to know about 
mutual funds? It can be argued that in- 
formation about "the averages" doesn't 
really tell him much, since he's not going 
to invest in an average. He buys shares 
in one or more particular funds. 


GETTING DOWN to particulars, then, 


a few funds have done well by investors 
who've hung onto shares over the whole 
five years. Out of the 171 on the Upper 
list, just one out of 10 funds — 17 of them 
— gave investors a growth of 50 per cent 
or better. 


At the other end of the scale are the 


losers — twice as many of these. Thirty- 
five funds experienced declines in share 
value over the five years. A few fell off 
70 per cent or more but these are ex- 
ceptions. Most of the declines are in the 
range of 5 to 20 per cent. 


An investor looking for a mutual fund 


to take care of his money should be able 
to avoid the losers, simply by looking at 
a fund's five-year record in its prospec- 
tur. "The five-year period," says Lipper, 
"is considered reasonable In terms of 
evaluating the performance of most 
funds." 


At the top end of the scale, it's the tew 


of probabilities that does the eliminating. 
Without considerable luck or exceptional 
skill, the Investor can't hope to pick a 
star performer that's consistently in the 
top 10 per cent. So leave out the losers, 
and the stars, and what's left are the 
just-so-so funds to the pretty good ones. 


It's one of these that the investor can 


reasonably expect to be "his" fund, if he 
exercises a little diligence in looking at 
performance data before he invests. 


THIS GROUP — numbering 119 funds 


on the Lipper list — averaged a 9.3 per 
cent increase in share value over the 
past five years. This is a figure that, 
though it's an average, can tell the po- 
tential investor something. 


If a fund that he's studying has bet- 


tered that figure between April 1, 1968, 
and April 1, 1973, it's a fairly reliable 
indication of a fund whose performance 
should fall in the upper half with some 
consistency. 


The sweet smell 


of success at VOP 


The "sweet smell of success" per- 


meates the annual report of Des Plaioes- 
based Universal Oil Products Co., 
recently mailed to shareholders. 


Encapsulated on a special swatch af- 


fixed to the report, which details how 
the company received a significant turn- 
around in its operations in 1972, is an 
original fragrance created by UOP Fra- 
grances. Readers can get an aromatic 
sample of the division's fragrance tech- 
nology through a scratch 'n sniff swatch. 


UOP's earnings for 1972 climbed to 


$12.6 million (or $1.28 a share). In 1971, 
the company sustained a net loss of $26.9 
million ($2.69 a share) of which $11.4 mil- 
lion ($1.14 a share) was from operations 
and $15.5 million ($1.55 a share) was ex- 
traordinary. Revenues in 1972 totaled 
$498.7 million, up (Torn $470.3 million in 
1971. 


Many investment counselors are still 


convinced that mutual funds offer the in- 
vestor of moderate means his best oppor- 
tunity of at least staying ahead of in- 
flation — and perhaps, in the long haul, 
seeing a substantial increase in the value 
of ms investments.

Counterweight 
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A program for eating 
that lasts a lifetime

Misery Is having to drink your coffee 


black. Salad without dressing is certainly 
depressing. A drink near the evening 
meal? Good idea. 


But heavens, what about your diet? 
Food and how to eat everything on the 


menu and still remain slim and trim is a 
way of life Americans are fervently seek* 
ing. Unfortunately no fool-proof method 
has been found. You can't have your 
cake and eat It too ... but on second 
thought, perhaps half a piece won't hurt. 


To lose weight and be successful at 


keeping it off Haley Hacker affirms it 
requires "teaching people how to per- 
manently modify their eating habits." 


THERE ARE NO forbidden foods in 


the diet she represents nor specific dally 
menus. The kinds and amounts of food 
are based upon an individual's body 
build, food preference and lifestyle. 


The Arlington Heights homemaker is 


an instructor of Counterweight, a new 
personalized weight control program de- 
veloped by General Mills and introduced 
the first of this year into the Chicago 
area. 


There are no shortcuts, nor pounds dis- 


appearing overnight. The weight loss and 


nutrition education program is designed 
for a lifetime of weight management 
with a minimum change in lifestyle. 


Developers of Counterweight believe 


that weight maintenance will not be per- 
manent unless lasting changes in eating 
habits are learned concurrently with 
weight reduction. 


"THERE ARE NO forbidden foods on 


the diet," said Mrs. Hacker. "We allow 
people to eat cake and drink too, but of 
course we don't allow overindulging. 
You've got to allow people to eat the 
foods they like or otherwise a diet will 
fail." 


And many of the "diet students" in 


Mrs. Hacker's classes are flunkies of oth- 
er fad diets and weight reduction pro- 
grams. 


"They lost the weight all right, but 


they put it all right back on," she said. 


Those enrolled in Counterweight have 


a machine looking out for them. Ques- 
tionnaires are completed to single out 
eating habits and food preferences. The 
individual answers, along with body 
build and height, are fed into a "com- 
passion computer" to provide a person- 
alized activity program and eating plan 
for a balanced approach to shedding ex- 
cess weight. 


A PERSON MAINTAINS the freedom 


to eat the food he normally enjoys 
though perhaps not in so large a quantity 
or not without giving up something else 
on his menu. 


The diet alternates daily. On the first 


day a person is restricted to a certain 
amount of calories and then on the sec- 
ond, he or she is allowed additional lee- 
way. This second day is called the per- 
sonal maintenance day and it represents 
the maximum amount of food allowed to 
maintain the goal weight. 


"It's a way for a person to begin condi- 


tioning himself and modifying his eating 
habits, the kind that will stay with him 
the rest of his life," said Mrs. Hacker. 


Counterweight classes are currently 


being held in the area at Holy Family 
Hospital, Prospect 
High School and 


Northwest Suburban YMCA. The pro- 
gram is a 13-week session with meetings 
once a week. 


"DURING THE FIRST 20 minutes we 


discuss any problems that might have 
arisen over the week and then we always 
have a planned program using a lot of 
audio-visual material. We have recog- 
nized authorities speak about weight re- 
duction and even fashion is a topic one 
night... what clothes to wear that make 
a person appear slimmer and how to al- 


ter things to fit during the period of 
weight loss. 


"It's almost like a night course be- 


cause there is even homework involved," 
Mrs. Hacker added. 


Points are given for specific amounts 


of calories in each of the basic food 
groups which must be carefully recorded 
each day. 


AN ACTIVITY PROGRAM begins the 


fourth week which the computer has also 
individually geared to each Counter- 
weight student. 


Mrs. Hacker estimates that the aver- 


age weight loss per person on Counter- 
weight is 2-3 pounds a week or 25-30 over 
the 13-week session. 


People who are not satisfied with their 


weight loss are welcome to attend a sec- 
ond session. 


Who are the people interested in losing 


weight? A recent survey by Counter- 
weight shows that 70 per cent of Ameri- 
can adults think of themselves as over- 
weight which means dieting is an impor- 
tant concept to at least 96 million Ameri- 
cans. And that represents a lot of un- 
wanted poundage.

Evanston Hospital Milk Bank 


Helping preemies to stay alive 


L i n d a Fletcher, 1923 Richmond, 


Schaumburg, is helping a premature 
baby to live. She does not know the child 
and chances are she'll never see it. Mrs. 
Fletcher Is a nursing mother who do- 
nates milk to the Evanston Hospital Hu- 
man Milk Bank, which provides milk for 
premature infants or low birth weight 
babies. 


Why did she donate? "I know there are 


premature babies who need human milk 
and infants who cannot take formula," 
she said. "I just felt there was a baby 
somewhere who needed the milk and 
when I heard r.bout the Evanston Hospi- 
tal Milk Bank <1rive, I decided to help." 
Mrs. Fletcher nursed her own 6-month- 
old baby, Stephanie Beth. 


Evanston Hospital Milk Bank was 


founded in 1963 and serviced for 13 years 
by the Junior League of Evanston. It is 
being re-established by the department 
of pediatrics because of the large num- 
ber of premature babies being brought to 
the hospital's Intensive care nursery. In 
late January there were 14 babies in the 
special 
nursery 
including the Baer 


quintuplets, triplets from Libertyville 
and twins from another northern suburb. 


"LOW BIRTH weight babies seem to 


thrive more readily on mother's milk," 
explained Sarah Naber, nursing coor- 
dinator for maternity at Evanston Hospi- 
tal. "The baby handles human milk best 
metabolieally; it is easier to digest," 


Evanston Hospital took over the man- 


agement of the milk bank in 1966 when 
demand for breast milk began to ebb. 
The medical "pendulum" swung to arti- 
ficial formulas which could be efficiently 
analyzed for nutritional content. "The in- 
terest in natural feeding was diminishing 
at that time," Mrs. Naber said. 


The bank never closed although de- 


mands for the milk were Infrequent. The 
Evanston Hospital Milk Bank remained 


one of four active milk banks nationally. 
The other three are The Mother's Milk 
Bank, Inc. of San Francisco, The Moth- 
er's Milk Bank — Delaware Division of 
the Wilmington Medical Center and the 
C.E.A. Milk Bank, Collegeville, Pa. 


Today, however, there is a 
shift 


throughout the country back to human 
milk for babies, according to Mrs. Naber. 
In addition to digestive benefits, breast 
milk is analyzed, pasteurized and cul- 
tured under the supervision of a certified 
dietician, she explained. It can be frozen 
for up to two years. In periods of stress 
where demand might exceed fresh sup- 
ply, the milk can be thawed for use. 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO the milk bank 


are needed. Any nursing mother in the 
northwest suburbs who is in good health 
and is not taking any drugs or medica- 
tions can give her milk, said Mrs. Naber. 
Information on how to contribute and 
freeze milk at home for pick-up can be 
provided by Evanston Hospital, 492-4623. 


"We must have a continuous program 


of recruiting volunteers if the bank is to 
be successful," Mrs. Naber said. 


"We know that a baby handles human 


milk best," she added. "So, when every 
ounce of nutrition can be an important 
part in a struggle for life, we must have 
the best of everything available. It is for 
the low birth weight baby and the high 
risk full-term isfant that a well-supplied 
milk bank is most needed." 


Dr. E. Bobbins Kimball, Evanston 


Hospital pediatrician who has long been 
a proponent of mother's milk and who 
was instrumental in the original founding 
of the milk bank, recalls the first outside 
request Evanston Hospital had for moth- 
er's milk, It was 40 years ago. The ap- 
peal came from a Canadian doctor car- 
ing for the premature Dionne quintup- 
lets.

There's help for the compulsive gambler

NEW YORK (UPI) - At various 


times, Bernie P. stole to support his vice 
— gambling. All told, he says he stole a 
million dollars. 


Only the stealing didn't support his 


sickness — compulsive gambling. He 
would steal and lose, steal and lose. Or 
steal and win and. gamble with the win- 
nings until he was out of dough again. 


Twice Bernie went to jail. One of those 


times he went for stealing over 9200,000. 
At the time his wife and young son were 
evicted 
from 
an apartment. Bernie 


couldn't afford the $45-a-month rent. He 
could steal and gamble hundreds of thou- 
sands away but always was too short to 
keep a roof over his family's head. 


For 10 years, Bernie hasn't made a 


bet. "1 am always just one bet away 
from destruction," he said in an inter- 
view. "The way it is is the way with 
reformed alcoholics and drug addicts — 
one drink or one trip away from destruc- 
tion." 


BERNIE WAS SAVED by Gamblers 


Anonymous — which operates like Alco- 


holics Anonymous. But Bernie says G.A. 
isn't nearly spread out enough to take 
care of the estimated seven million com- 
pulsive gamblers across the nation. Only 
4,000 members in 73 chapters. 


The ex-boxer and reformed compulsive 


gambler now is an executive with a 
dress firm in Manhattan. He lives in a 
Park Avenue apartment — "at a very 
good address." But he still retains the 
gambler's superstitious streak. 


"I travel 52 miles each way once a 


week to go to the G.A. meeting in Brent- 
wood, Long Island, where I was helped 
out of my sickness. I'm afraid it would 
be bad luck to change to another chap- 
ter." 


Bernie tells his story in a new book 


("Compulsive Gambler" Lyle Stuart). 
It's a horrible but good tale since it has 
a happy ending. Bernie got the monkey 
off his back. 


"THE COMPULSIVE gambler can't 


help himself," he said. "He must keep 
the cards sliding across the table and the 
dice sailing out of his hand. He lives life 
from bet to bet. Wife, son, father and 


mother are not as important as courting 
Lady Luck." 


The reformed compulsive gambler 


says 95 per cent of the men who join 
Gamblers Anonymous do so thorough a 
push from the wife. 


"This is not to say that women are im- 


mune from the sickness of compulsive 
gambling," he said. "We just don't see 
as many of them at G.A." 


Bernie suggests that you ask your 


husband some of the 20 G.A. questions — 
if he seems ruined or on the brink of 
ruination from compulsive gambling. Ac- 
tually, he should take the test himself — 
the bog 20 questions that tell if a person 
is a compulsive gambler. 


"IT'S THE ONLY test I ever took 


where I got 100 per cent," Bernie said, 
looking back on that day more than a 
decade ago when he figured he was a 
candidate for G.A. 


The questions include: 
— Do you lose time from work due to 


gambling? 


— Is gambling making your home life 


unhappy? 


_ is gambling affecting your reputa- 


tion? Checks bouncing, becoming a dead- 
beat? 


— Have you ever felt remorse after 


gambling? 


— Do you ever gamble to get money to 


pay debts or to solve other financial diffi- 
culties? 


— After losing do you feel you must 


return to win back losses? 


— After a win do you have a strong 


urge to return and win more? 


— Do you ever borrow to finance your 


— Do arguments, disappointments and 


frustrations create in you an urge to 
gamble? 


— Have you ever considered self-de- 


struction as a result of your gamblig

Speaking of ... 
The energy crisis 


by KAY MARSH 


O.K. Winter's finally over, and we can 


forget all about the Energy Crisis. 
Right? 


Wrong. 
Heating houses is just one use of ener- 


gy. The problem is that we use such a 
tremendous amount in this country, and 
for so many different jobs. In fact, the 
U.S., with about 6 per cent of the world's 
population, uses about 35 per cent of the 
world's energy. And some sources esti- 
mate that fully half of all the energy 
used last year in these United States was 
wasted. 


What can be done about it? Some 


groups are concentrating on increasing 
energy supplies. Others suggest either 
rationing supplies, or else revising price 
structures to curb this excessive use. 


Yet much can be done by an average 


housewife in the home, where 20 per cent 
of our total energy is consumed. You 
may think that what you do doesn't real- 
ly matter. But, as the saying goes, if 
you're not part of the solution, you're 
part of the problem. Here, then, are a 
few ideas to get you started thinking 
about how you can conserve energy — 
and also save some money. 


BETTER INSULATION IS billed as 


the most effective single step you can 
take to conserve energy at home. Ex- 
perts say that a $200 investment in in- 
sulation can halve your heating and cool- 
ing losses, with corresponding reductions 
in your heating and cooling bills. 


Load up your washer, dryer and dish- 


washer. Don't use a full load of energy to 
handle a partial load of clothes or dishes. 


Fix leaky faucets. Just one leaky tap 


can rob you of 700 gallons of water a 
year — possibly water you paid to heat. 


Watch your thermostats. The Office of 


E m e r g e n c y Preparedness reported 
recently that the simple step of setting 
all home thermostats two degrees higher 
in the summer and two degrees lower in 
the winter would save energy equal to 
600,000 barrels of oil a day by 1980. 


Home on the range. Use pans properly 


sized for burners to avoid wasting heat. 
Use a low flame wherever possible. And 
remember that pots and pans cook foods 
faster when you cover them with lids. As 
to your oven, avoid unnecessary pre- 


heating. And use self-cleaning feature 
sparingly. 


For gas appliances, consider substitut- 


ing a switch-operated electric starter for 
continuous burning pilot light. 


TURN OFF TV sets when not in use. If 


you're buying a new television, realize 
that color sets consume more energy 
than black and white, and that solid state 
sets consume less energy than filament 
(tube) sets. If your set has the Instant 
turn-on feature, it consumes electricity 
24 hours a day. Unplug the set when not 
muse. 


Turn off lights when not needed. Fluor- 


escent lights are more efficient than in- 
candescent lights, and last considerably 
longer. 


Keep your refrigerator and freezer in 


top operating condition. One chore often 
neglected is cleaning the co denser coils. 
If you're buying a new refrigerator, the 
frost-free model requires more energy to 
operate than a standard model. As for 
freezers, a well-stocked freezer requires 
less energy than one that's only partially 
full. 


For more efficient air conditioning, in- 


stall the correct size. Shade your win- 
dows wherever possible. It's important, 
too, to clean your air conditioner con- 
denser. And start your ah* conditioner 
early in the day, to avoid heavy cooling 
loads when electricity use is at a peak. 


WHENEVER POSSIBLE, try to avoid 


using any appliance during peak periods 
of energy use. Schedule washing, drying, 
ironing and such either early In the 
morning or late in the evening when 
loads are lower. 


Vo save on water heating costs, run 


washing machine on cold water when- 
ever practicable. And do not wash dishes 
under hot running water. 


An attic fan can be a wise investment, 


if your attic floor is not well in- 
sulted and is difficult to insulate. 


Finally, become aware. Most of these 


suggestions are from a few of the many 
useful little booklets put out by utilities, 
oil companies, consumer organizations 
and other groups concerned with energy 
conservation. Read and heed the ones 
that come your way; to help save Amer- 
ica's energy, and to help yourself save 
money.

Blend in a mixing bowl one and a third 


cups of sweetened condensed milk, half a 
cup of lemon juice (you can use reconsti- 
tuted or frozen if you wish) a teaspoon of 
grated lemon peel (either fresh or dried) 
and two egg yolks (from Grade A tin- 
cracked eggs) When it's thickened, just 
pour or spoon into the pie shell 


Beat the egg whites the usual way — 


with one-fourth teaspoon cream of tartar 
and one-fourth cup sugar, pile on top of 
the filling, being sure to seal to the pie 
edges. Bake in a slow oven until me- 
ringue is golden — about 15 minutes. It's

There are few landmarks left like the 


Hot 1 Baltimore, the present setting and 
title for Lanford Wilson's new play at the 
Ivanhoe Theatre. 


And while the rundown lodging that 


closely resembles a flophouse and pro- 
vides a home for the reckless, elderly, 
transients and odd balls of life is an ex- 
ception to our normal daily encounters, 
so is the play itself set apart. Delightful- 
ly entertaining yet encompassing drama, 
it's a most memorable theatrical adven- 
ture. 


What's more, it is rewarding to see 


such an excellent performance by an all- 
Chicago cast that proves Itself on talent 
alone, rather than big name advertising. 


IT IS DIFFICULT at first to determine 


which direction Lanford Wilson is head- 
ing in "Hot 1 Baltimore." The first act, 
colorful and alive, is a frothy in- 
troduction, a superb character study of 
the old hotel's individual inhabitants.

The same network had further cause to 


be satisfied by the ratings showing of an- 
other entry seen only occasionally — the 
classic movie "The Wizard of Oz," 
which, while broadcast virtually annual- 
ly, nonetheless maintains an aura of ex- 
clusivity because it is not run into the 
ground by video in between these special 
outings. 


According to the national ratings, "The 


Wizard of Oz" came in fifth. This is re- 
markable when one considers that the 
film has already been seen by so many 
viewers. 


On the heels of the strong ratings re- 


sults of the Presley and Ann-Margaret 
specials, NBC-TV has announced the 
signing of another performer only rarely 
seen in television productions, Bill Hold- 
en. 


The durable actor is scheduled to star 


on the network next season in a four-part 
"mini-series" dramatization of the best 
selling novel "The Blue Knight," by po- 
liceman-author Joseph Wambaugh, who 
also wrote another well-known book, 
"The New Centurions." 


According to the network's summary 


of its plans for "The Blue Knight," Hold- 
en will play "Bumper Morgan, a Los 
Angeles policeman nearing retirement.

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White House newsmen: just parrots? 


by ROBERT F. Bt/CKHORN 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - A sampling of 


Washington national reporters produced 
a mixed reaction to Ralph Nader's 
charge that White House correspondents 
act as a "mimeograph machine" for 
President Nixon and should do more in- 
vestigative reporting. 


In an interview, Nader had said that 


newsmen assigned to the White House 
should be rotated to prevent the White 
House from "favoring some with Inter- 
views and leaks and freezing out" report- 
ers who file unflattering stories. 


He also urged the media to send in- 


vestigative reporting teams into the 
White House and the Office of Manage- 
ment of Budget, Its key economic arm. 


UNITED PRESS International asked 


25 top Washington correspondents and 
bureau chiefs to comment on Nader's 
statements. 
Of these, 
10 expressed 


viewpoints. 2 replied that they did not 
wish to comment, and 13 did not respond. 


The comments ranged from partial 


agreement with Nader to charges that he 
was naive. 


Ronald R, Larrabee, chief of the Grif- 


fln-Larrabee News Bureau, and president 
of the National Press Club, said, "Rota- 
tion of White House newsmen is highly 
desirable — it is better for the reporters, 
better for the public and better for the 
White House, whether the occupant 
thinks so or not." 


As for Nader's call for more in- 


vestigative reporting, Larrabee said the 
White House "is not a territory easily 
roamed over, like the Capitol, nor are 
potential sources as accessible." 


JACK W. GERMOND, chief of the 


Washington bureau of the Gannett News 


Service, said the problem was not a lack 
of investigative reporting — as Nader 
contended — "but the low quality of in- 
terpretive reporting" in the White House. 


Germond attacked Nader's suggestion 


to rotate White House reporters, saying 
that it "raises questions about what he 
knows about the newspaper business." 


"Simply changing bodies isn't the an- 


swer; the answer is putting better re- 
porters on the assignment — a first-rate 
reporter isn't going to 'act like sheep' no 
matter how long he has been on the as- 
signment, and some reporters are going 
to cave in to their sources even if they're 
on the beat only two weeks," Germond 
said. 


DAVID KRASLOW, assistant manag- 


ing editor of the Washington Star-News, 
agreed reporters should not be allowed to 
acquire "a proprietary interest" in the 
White House. 


"The way for a major news organiza- 


tion to cover the White House and its 
auxiliary offices is to flood the place with 
reporters pursuing 
specific stories," 


Kraslow said. This approach "makes it 
infinitely more difficult for any adminis- 
tration to color the kind of reporting it 
gets from a news organization." 


According to Nader, the White House 


manipulates reporters who stay on the 
beat, turning them into "presidential va- 
lets" used to distribute self-serving 
propaganda. 


Several of the reporters surveyed were 


in agreement that part of the role of the 
White House reporter was to report what 
the White House says, and to follow the 
official 
pronouncements with stories 


which give the "why and how" of the 
event. 


GRANT DILLMAN, vice president and 


Washington manager for UPI, said part 
of the White House reporter's job "is to 
provide a record of what public officials 
say and do, regardless of the validity of 
their actions." 


But Dillman said this type of record 


must be accompanied with background 
and interpretative stories to give readers 
"a yardstick to measure the candor and 
performance of their elected officials." 


As for rotating reporters, Dillman con- 


ceded that "sometimes reporters are left 
in an area so long that they become 
bored, or worse, that they start identi- 
fying with their news sources." 


These reporters should be shifted, but 


"it serves no purpose to rotate a reporter 
who has built up valuable sources in his 
field and who also retains the healthy 
skepticism so necessary in a good news- 
person." 


ROBERT ROTH, Washington colum- 


nist for the Philadelphia Evening and 
Sunday Bulletin, said short-term in- 
vestigative reporting teams would not 
produce better White House coverage. 


"True investigative reporting requires 


an intimate knowledge, slowly acquired, 
of what is being investigated," he said. 
Nor did Roth support Nader's contention 
that White House reporters have failed to 
bring enough pressure on the White 
House "to give them a voice in estab- 
lishing news coverage rules." 


Roth termed the idea "appealing but 


futile." There are no pressures "beyond 
those of criticism, persuasion and ap- 
peal, which are already being used to the 
full, which can make a president deal 
otherwise with the press than he wish- 
es," Roth said. 


Roth called for more regularly sched- 


uled presidential news conferences — a 


Dear Dr. Lamb — A while back I read 


an ad in Life Magazine about venereal 
disease saying that a vaginal discharge 
in a girl is a symptom of V.D. and I 
think that I've been having some vaginal 
discharge. I'm 14 and I've had no sex. Is 
that the only way of getting V.D.? la va- 
ginal discharge the only symptom of 
V.D.? How does V.D. harm a person? 
What is the cure for V.D.? 


I've had the urge a couple of times to 


go to the school nurse but I'm too embar- 
rassed. What should I do if I think I have 
it? I hope you'll print my letter because 
there are probably a lot of kids who have 
V.D. but are not sure that they've had it 
and don't know what to do like me. 


Dear Reader — If you have not had 


any form of sexual activity with another 
person the likelihood of your having ven- 
ereal disease is quite small. It's possible 
to get syphilis by kissing a person who 
has the disease and the germ, or spiro- 
chete, is passed in a moist droplet. This 
is more apt to occur if the individual has 
a sore on the mouth. This is a relatively 
uncommon way though of transmitting 
the disease. 


Vaginal discharge is more often re- 


lated to the possibility of gonorrhea. You 
will not have a vaginal discharge from 
gonorrhea, however, unless you've en- 
gaged in sexual activity. 


It is quite normal for young girls to 


have a fairly heavy discharge and not 
have any disease of any type. The in- 
creased blood flow to the pelvic region 
during these periods of development 
seems to increase the discharge. Actual- 
ly a few years later the discharge is a 
much smaller amount and what remains 
is the normal fluid or lubricating dis- 
charge which actually serves as nature's 
cleaners for the female organs. 


ANYTHING that increases the blood 


flow to the pelvic region is apt to in- 
crease a discharge. This can be with the 
normal period of sexual development as 
seen in young girls or it can occur as a 
result of prolonged standing in women 
who must work while standing on their 
feet and it can occur as a result of any 
type of Infection other than venereal dis- 
ease. In short, while it's true that go- 
norrhea can cause a discharge, it is also 
true that a large number of young girls 
and women have a discharge who do not 


have V.D. at all. 


A woman may have relatively no 


symptoms at all of venereal disease. The 
fact that a discharge can occur normal- 
ly, also, makes it more difficult for a 
woman to know if she has venereal dis- 
ease. One of the most frequent problems 
caused by gonorrhea is that it may in- 
flame the delicate tubes that are the pas- 
sageways for the eggs (ova) to the ut- 
erus for pregnancy. When blocked tubes 
occur, the girl will be sterile. In- 
cidentally, there are many other things 


b e s i d e s gonorrhea that can cause 
blocked tubes also. 


As to what you should do, any girl who 


is worried about what her discharge is 
should seek medical advice, whether it's 
the school nurse or the family physician. 
This is imperative if there is any possi- 
bility of exposure, specifically having en- 
gaged in sexual activity and then a dis- 
charge is noticed.

Some of Nader's strongest support 


came from Lloyd Schwartz, Washington 
bureau chief for Fairchild Publications. 
He said that "with few exceptions" the 
White House press corps "has been re- 
duced to sitting around waiting for news 
breaks, and between times interviewing 
each other or wasting time." 


According to Schwartz, 
the result 


"quite obviously is a triumph for man- 
aged White House News." But he said he 
doubted that Nader's plan for in- 
vestigative teams would work. 


"The President is uniquely able to 


monitor his staff and to retaliate should 
any of them be bold enough to indulge in 
unauthorized leaks or forthright dis- 
closures," he said. 


ROBERT S. BOYD, Washington corre- 


spondent for Knight Newspapers, agreed 
that to "some extent" newsmen are pris- 
oners of the system. But he said Nader Is 
"just plain wrong" if he thinks "we don't 
a l s o challenge, criticize, question, 
analyze or dissent" from the White 
House line. 


Clark R. Mollenhoff, Washington bu- 


reau chief for the Des Moines Register 
and Tribune, however, agreed with Na- 
der's "mimeograph" charge. MoHenhoff, 
who once served on Nixon's White House 
staff, said the charge "was generally va- 
lid." 


"This would apply to the majority of 


those reporters who are assigned per- 
manently to the White House beat and 
must depend upon that source for their 
livelihood," Mollenhoff said. 


The harshest criticism of Nader came 


from Ben Cole, Washington correspond- 
ent for the Indianapolis Star. According

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Criticism evokes sensitivities 
Are journalists today's martyrs 
or just crybabies?

NEW YORK - Even given the fact 


that journalists are prone to an exagger- 
ated sense of self-righteousness and feel- 
ings of persecution, evidence of oppres- 
sion has reached a point that makes it 
worth considering: 


• Subpoena*: since the troubled Demo- 


cratic Convention in Chicago in 1968, gov- 
ernment agencies have more and more 
often called on reporters to testify in 
court or supply notes, audio tapes or film 
about events they have covered. NBC 
and CBS alone were served with 124 sub- 
poenas in the first two-and-a-half years 
of the Nixon administration. One report- 
er, Duane Hall of the Chicago Sun-Times, 
was ordered to testify in 11 separate 
cases over 18 months. 


Then last June, the U.S. Supreme 


Court ruled. 5-4, that reporter Earl Cal- 
dwell of the New York Times could not 
refuse to testify before a grand jury in- 
vestigating the Black Panther Party, 
though Caldwell claimed that his rela- 
tionship with the Panthers should be 
"privileged," like that of a lawyer to a 
client, Since then four reporters in vari- 
ous parts of the country have been jailed 
for refusing, for one reason or another, 
to testify In cases Involving people they 
had reported on. 


The government insists journalists 


should not be able to "obstruct justice" 
by withholding information Journalists 
argue that if they cannot receive infor- 
mation in confidence, few people will be 
willing to risk talking to them. 


• Censorship: Things are far from as 


bad as they were in 1663 England, where 
printer John Twyn was convicted of pub- 
lishing a treasonous book and received 
this sentence in the Old Bailey court: 
"You shall be hanged by the neck, and 
being alive, shall be cut down, and your 
privy-members shall be cut off, your en- 
trails shall be taken out of your body, 
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On March 4, 1789, the Congress approved the first ten amendments to the Constitution. These were ratified by the 
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cle. The document Is in the National Archives, Washington, D.C. 


and you living, the same to be burnt be- 
fore your eyes; your head to be cut off, 
your body to be divided into four quar- 
ters and your head and quarters to be 
disposed of at the pleasure of the king's 
majesty.

the Vietnam War. 


• Impostors: The 1972 report by the 


Twentieth Century Fund, "Press Free- 
doms under Pressure," listed numerous 
cases of federal and local law enforce- 


ment agents impersonating journalists to 
gain Information. 


The government officially forbids use 


of such impostors but condones tt while 
the press argues that the impostors dam- 
age the credibility of legitimate journal- 
ists. 


Whltehead insisted that decentralizing

• Harassment: Such actions as a deci- 


sion by the Pennsylvania legislature to 
move the press section to the rear of its 
chambers has been cited as a petty way

Government officials deny there is any 


harassment The press insists it exists 
and is being used to intimidate critics. 


• Suppression of information: Presi- 


dential press conferences are rare, mem- 
bers of President Nixon's staff are gen- 
erally not available to the press and re- 
porters are often refused access to infor- 
mation because it is "classified." Local 
government bodies hold illegal unofficial 
meetings not open to the press. 


Government officials say they withhold 


only information that would be sensitive 
diplomatically or damaging to innocent 
individuals. Journalists suspect some- 
thing is going on that government offi- 
cials don't want the public to know. 


• Co-option: Owners of news media 


themselves had on occasion succumbed 
to what A. J. Liebling called "the coun- 
try club syndrome," in which owners of 
newspapers or TV stations, usually rela- 
tively wealthy, become overfriendly with 
members of the "establishment" and ex- 
ert pressure on reporters to "go easy" 
on their friends. 


Whether or not this is a valid com- 


plaint, it has led reporters in many cities 
to found "journalism reviews" to criti- 
cize local media and in some cases found 
reporters poorer and more liberal in 
their political and social views as a 
group, demanding policy-making power 
in their organization. 


Answering the charges implicit In 


much of this evidence is easy for the 
government: An official denies every- 
thing and says, in effect, "prove it" The 
press on occasion does prove it, but 
meanwhile is seeking concrete and im- 
mediate help through legislation to de- 
fend reporters on the subpoena issue 
(members of Congress, more dependent 
on the press than non-elected officials, 
are flocking to this cause). 


A press council is being formed by the 


Twentieth Century Fund to serve as a 
filter for criticism, albeit against the op- 
position of many journalists suspicious of 
airy and all criticism. 


And journalists are trying more and 


more to take their case to the public, 
centering their case on the idea voiced 
by Paul Branzburg, a reporter involved 
in a contempt of court case for refusing 
to testify: 


"There have been plenty of govern- 


ments which have seized power and muz-

Dummy has three 
trumps left and as she cashes them she

discards two diamonds and a heart from 
her hand. Then she takes dummy's 
queen of hearts and makes the last two 
tricks with her two red aces.

Team results, for this area at least, 


were reminiscent to last fall's cross 
country season in the Niles North Viking 
Invitational Saturday. 


In the harrier campaign, other than 


Hersey which finished second in the 
state, the next-strongest units in this 
area were Maine East, Fremd and 
Maine West That's just the order they 
finished for third, fourth and fifth places 
in the 12-team meet Saturday, behind 
winner Lane Tech and Oak Park, five 
points behind. 


Lane was well ahead of the others, but 


It was a fine showing for the also-rans. 
The Indians are likely the top team in 
Chicago and one of the best in the state. 
Others from the Herald area were Co- 
nant with seventh place, St. Viator with 
10th and Prospect with 12th. 


There were several standout Individual 


performances good for first places by 
area boys. Three of them were also meet 
records, two in the same event as St.

best In the area this spring. Smith had 
reached that plateau previously, but it 
was McCabe's best jump yet.

THE MEAT BOYCOTT ended Saturday 


for the 23.071 fans who flooded Arlington 
Park for the northwest suburban track's 
1973 inaugural. 


While nobody actually ate the horse- 


meat that flashed around the fast strip, 
the public bet $2,032,067 on the nine-race 
card which boils (or stews) down to 
about $15 per pound'. 


It may have been more had Arlington 


not been caught short-handed by a con- 
flicting afternoon harness program at 
Sportsman's Park. 


Tom Rivera, Arlington's Director of 


Publicity 
and Advertising, 
admitted, 


"There were some problems and con- 
fusion because of the man-power short- 
age, but that will all be cleared up by 
Friday" when the track reopenes for a 
slx-day-a-week program for 83 dates. 


It was the automobiles entering the 


track that were initially forced to jockey 
for position against the undermanned 
parking attendants and finally the bet- 
tors themselves who were often shut 
down at the windows because of a lack of 
mutuel clerks who otherwise would have 
been able to transact the wagers. 


Officials estimate it may have cost the 


track an additional quarter million dol- 
lars in handle had the entire fourth floor 
and first-floor mutuel lines in the club- 
house been in service. 


But despite the opening day pitfalls, 


Rivera agreed, "We had a heck of a lot 
more people than some thought we 
would. The weather was beautiful and we 
gave the people a fast track." 


Frosty Brown, winner of the ninth 


race, confirmed the track's condition 
when he zipped over a mile and one-six- 
teenth In 1:45 1/5 — just one-fifth of a 
second off the track record. 


Arlington fared much better than 


Sportsman's for matinee racing com- 
petition. While Arlington watched 23,071 
bet $2,032,067, the Cicero plant lured 
10,753 for a $1,264,199 handle. 


One distressing note is that Arlington's 


two turf courses — considered by some 
as the best in the midwest — laid dor- 
mant during Saturday's program and 
may not get trampled until June when 
the grass begins growing and the satu- 
rating April rains slack off. 


That dilemma, however, can only be 


blamed on the racing board under for- 
mer Governor Richard Ogilvie which 
probably cost the state a million tax dol- 
lars by awarding the spring dates to Ar- 
lington Park — a summer-oriented facil- 
ity.

SEVERAL READERS and 
friends, 


who are not necessarily the same people, 
have asked a few of them almost fear- 
fully, about the reports that this summer 
the midwest will be deluged by the 17- 
year locust 


Since I personally have been some- 


thing of a fiddle-foot throughout many of 
my 41 years, this will be my fifth encoun- 
ter with these insects You see it isn't 
that I'm 85 >ears old. it's just that they 
emerge In different years in different 
parts of the world 


Only last year our family shared 


Shelbyville Reservoir in downstate Illi- 
nois with locusts and for an entire week 
we thoroughly enjoyed their company 


First of all, some fears must be al- 


layed they are not going to ravenously 
sweep across the croplands and wood- 
lands laying a path of devastation be- 
hind them 
They eat almost nothing. 


The> are interested only in mating What 
else could you expect of a youngster who 
emerges after 17 years from a solitary 
hole in the ground' 


They do a little nibbling on the trees 


where they lay their eggs, but you won't 
be able to see the teeth marks 


The entire- life cycle of this locust Is 


really rather drab. They come out of a 
deep steep from their individual dens two 
Feet underground, fly straight to the near- 
est tree. Then they shed their skins make 
up to the nearest female on the branch, 
mate, and for the mate, that's It. 


The female crawls wearily out of the 


tip of the branch, lays a few hundred 
eggs in the bark of the branch, and with- 
out even bothering to look, much less sit 
on the nest, either flies away or waits to 
be eaten by a bird 


The eggs hatch and the numphs drop 


off the bi anch. dig down a couple of feet, 
feed up on some of the juice from the 
roots of the tree, and then they conk out 
fr another 17 years. 


The adult locusts are about two inches 


long, and while they're looking for a 
mate or waiting to go fishing, they sing a 
continuous, high pitched song that isn't 
at all hard to live with. Fortunately for 
campers, they sing only in the daytime 
Unfortunately, for late sleepers, they be- 
gin singing at dawn 


But If your entomological instincts 


aren't really turned on by the prospect of 
witnessing an entire life cycle that lasts 
only about a week, consider that the lo- 
cust Is perhaps the best fishing bait 
you're likely to run across for ... 
well, 


for another 17 yaw. 


The locusts, although capable of hang- 


ing stubbornly on a tree branch, won't 
bite or pinch you when you pluck them 
from their perch But neither are they 
stupid They are excellent flyers and 
must be approached from the rear . . . 
low Reach for one from straight over- 
head or from the front and you'll spook 
every locust on the tree into full flight 


We developed a "locust-catching" sys- 


tem that supplied us with the beat Bass 


bait we've ever used. For a container, 
use a plastic bag An empty bread wrap- 
per with a few airholes is perfect. 


Now, 
find a tree, any tree Spot the 


locust you're after and then move so that 
you aie able to reach for him with your 
hand slipping up on Hm from the rear 
And don't try to "pluck" him off the tree 
with your fingertips, because you won't 
catch him 
Use a full-hand grab If 


you're really clever, you'll watch for two 
close together, because once you slam 
your hand down on the branch, the other 
200 nearby are going to sound their shrill 
alarm and beat it. 


In your sweaty palm, the locust wig- 


gles and buzzes, but he doesn't hurt you. 
Put the fist into the mouth of the plastic 
bag and shake him loose. An experienced 
locust-grabber can harvest enough bait 
fer a full day of fishing in just a half- 
hour or so of running from tree to tree. 


There is only one hazard for locust- 


grabbers spectators tend to stare at you 
as you dart around frantically, whacking 
tree branches and then shoving your 
hand quickly into a plastic bag. But they 
are going to be eating canned Spam for 
lunch, while you're frying fish 


The locust is best fished on a fly rod, 


but spin-casters can use them with a 
bobber and no weight on the line Use a 
very small hook and pierce the insect 
just ahead of the wings When he hits the 
water he floats, swims and even takes 
off occasionally. It drives bass and pan- 
fish positively mad They often rise to 
the bait just inches before it hits the wa- 
ter 


As for worrying about locust welfare, 


one scientist estimated that if all the 
birds and animals who dine on the locust 
haven't been able to decimate the mil- 
lions and millions that emerge, a few 
fishermen aren't going to detract se- 
riously from their lifestyle And, since 
he's going to die or be eaten within a few 
days after satisfying his biological re- 
sponsibilities anyway, better he should 
serve a useful function while he's alive 
For Is it not far more noble to spend 
one's final hours fishing than to serve as 
a snack for a hungry grackle; or worse 
yet, merely to expire unnoticed and be 
ground to dust by pedestrians? 


And speaking of Shelbyville, even that 


wondrous pond suffered from our annual 
April snow shower, 
as did fishing 


throughout the midwest. 


As recently as one week ago, fishing 


reports were unbelievably good from the 
Brule river to Crab Orchard But "that 
storm" took care of that. 


So try to content yourself for another 


few days straightening out the tackle 
box, oiling reels, changing line and gen- 
erally being a nuisance around the 
house. 


All we need is one wee if warm 


weather and typists will surely have 
something other than 17-year locusts to 
speak of.

THE I «fci<ALD 


manufacturers come under FTC gun 


Our ad claims justified: tiremakers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The tire to- 


dustry told the government Hs advertis- 
ing claims for safety, handling and dura- 
bility are justified, and it submitted 
stacks of technical data and testimonials 
to try to prove It. 


The Information came from 18 tire 


manufacturers whose advertising state- 
ments had been called into question by 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) as 
part of the agency's continuing effort to 
get various industries to substantiate 
their sales pitches. 


By and large the tire makers refused 


to give ground, although In a few in- 
stances they declined to back up claims 
which they said were made by local deal- 
ers and were not part of their national 


advertising. Many relief on "unsolicited 
testimonials" from satisfied customers to 
back up their statements. 


"I HAVE ALWAYS been a great critic 


but when I get results I am always hap- 
py to compliment," wrote William J. 
Krueger, police and fire chief of Airiberly 
Village, Ohio, in telling B. F. Goodrich 
his three cruisers had run up 39,000 miles 
on their "Lifesaver Radials." He said 
they were good for another 10,000 miles. 


Goodrich submitted Krueger's letter 


plus one from D. W. Wakefield of Hurst, 
Tex., who claimed over 50,000 miles on 
his tires, and one from Jess Stopford Jr., 
Monessen, Pa., who said he got 30,000 
miles and thought ht would get 60,000 to 
70,000. 


The FTC had asked Goodrich to prove 


its claim that it was getting reports of 
"50,000, even 60,000" on its "Lifesaver 
radials." 


Goodyear similarly sent in a stack of 


30 letters from customers to back up its 
claim that its "Polyglas tire" was "long- 
lasting." It also said a commercial for 
its "Custom Power Cushion Polyglas" 
tire, which the FTC had challenged, was 
never aired. It speculated the FTC had 
gotten hold of a script which was later 
killed. 


UNIROYAL WAS ASKED to sub- 


stantiate an ad which listed its "Fas- 
track," "Laredo," "Fleet Master" and 
"Tiger Paw" tires and added "Safe tires 
save lives." The company said the latter 


Urge drop in auto pollution standards 


WASHINGTON—In a move long sought 


by the auto Industry, Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) head William 
D. Ruckelshaus urged a reduction in the 
1976 auto pollution standards. 


In testimony before a Senate Clean Air 


and Water subcommittee, Ruckelshaus 
said reductions should be made in the 
allowable amount of nitrogen oxide pollu- 
tion permitted from auto exhausts. 


Ruckelshaus said the 90 per cent re- 


duction now required by law "is, in my 
judgment, not necessary," and added 
that a new standard should be set by the 
EPA, not be legislated by Congress. 


According to Ruckelshaus, new re- 


search by the EPA has shown that auto 
emissions of "nitrogen oxides are not the 
problem" that Congress and the EPA 
once thought. 


Less than a week ago, Ruckelshaus 


granted the automakers a one year delay 
in meeting the 1975 pollution standards. 


The 1975 standard requires the automa- 


kers to cut carbon monoxide and hydro- 
carbon legels by 90 per cent of the 1970 
model level. 


The auto Industry has urged the EPA 


to cut back Its strict requirement on ni- 
trogen oxide claiming it would be much 
easier to develop a pollution control de- 


vice capable of curbing 90 per cent of the 
carbon monoxide and hydrocarbon emis- 
sions if that reduction was not tied to the 
stringent nitrogen oxide standard. 


In testimony before the committee this 


week, Ruckelshaus said he did not be- 
lieve his decision to grant the automa- 
kers a one-year reprive "would adverse- 
ly effect air quality in any significant 
way." 


Environmentalist 
groups, 
however, 


claimed major cities in the United States 
were relying on a sharp cutback in auto 
emissions to meet the standard set by 
the Clean Air Act of 1970.

It attached test data, nonetheless, to 


try to demonstrate the safety of its prod- 
ucts. Michelin Tire Corp., likewise 
placed the blame on a local dealer for 
claiming the "Michelin X Mud and 
Snow" tire is "the safest ice and snow 
tire ever made..." 


The FTC now will review the submis- 


sions to determine whether any false ad- 
vertising cases are warranted. Previous 
substantiations have been obtained from 
the makers of cars, air conditioners, 
electric shavers, TV sets, toothpastes 
and cough and cold remedies.

GM won't recall 1959-60 
Cadillacs with defects 


DETROIT — General Motors said it 


had no intention of issuing a recall notice 
for 100.000 1959-60 Cadillacs which a safe- 
ty group claims have potentially ca- 
tastrophic steering defects. 


The auto company issued a statement 


in response to criticism leveled this week 
by Lowell Dodge, director of the Center 
for Auto Safety, during a congressional 
hearing on a bill that would require auto- 
makers to recall cars with safety defects 
and repair them without charge. 


Dodge said the center for auto safety 


alerted GM to the allegedly defective 
steering arm In the older Cadillacs last 
August, but GM still has not recalled the 
cars. 


GM confirmed it was notified of the 


accusations last summer. 


"We immediately investigated those 


charges thoroughly and reported our 
findings to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, (NHTSA)" the 
GM statement said. 


"The information accumulated and 


demonstrated to NHTSA confirmed our 
opinion that this does not constitute a 
safety risk," the company said, "We will 
continue to cooperate with NHTSA." 


The potential problem still is being in- 


vestigated by the federal agency, which 
could order GM to notify owners of the 
problem, but cannot require the com- 
pany to recall the car and repair it.

Old Engine 133 on auction block 


The original fire engine of the Elk 


Grove Village Fire Department may be 
headed for the junkyard after more than 
a decade of service to the village — if 
the fire department can't find someone 
who wants it. 


The truck, a 500-gallon pumper, is a 


1952-model International fire engine pur- 
chased soon after the volunteer depart- 
ment was formed in 1960. The engine 


was bought as surplus from the U. S. Air 
Force fire department at O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport for about $85. 


"It's a good piece of equipment — just 


too small for us," said Fire Capt. John 
Mergens, a veteran of the department. 
He said the truck could be used by a 
smaller department, but it just isn't big 
enough for the village. 


Chief Allen Hulett said the .engine, 


numbered 113, was offered as a gift to 
the park district, but it was turned down 
because park officials felt the truck had 
too many sharp edges for children to 
safely play on. He said Engine 113 also 
was offered to village departments to use 
as a tool truck, but again it was turned 
down. 


Now the old engine will be put on the 


auction block through an advertisement, 
in a municipal government magazine,. 
Hulett said. 


"If we can't find a buyer for Engine 


113, I guess we'll have to scrap it," Hu-. 
lett said. "It's hard to get parts for it 
now, and we haven't used it for two years 
because it has been replaced with newer, 
more reliable equipment."

YMCA may be renamed 


Countryside YMCA may become the 


Buehler YMCA if voting members of the 
organization approve the name change 
next week. 


The Y's board of directors have pro- 


posed 
bylaw changes, including the 


switch in names, for final approval at 
the April 27 annual meeting. 


A. C. Buehler, a Barrington executive, 


was the single largest contributor to the 
Y building fund, giving $750,000 to the 
f'ind in 1971 on th" onndiMon that drive 
leaders raise an equal amount in com- 
munity hedges 


Executive Director Herman Hertog 


said yesterday that the board of direc- 
tors in 1971 had approached Buehler and 
asked him to consider the $750,000 in- 
vestment, with the provision that the 
board work to eventually name the new 
YMCA after the Buehler family. 


"WITHOUT THIS gift by Mr. Buehler 


and his family, it would not have been 
possible to provide facilities adequate to 
meet the interests and needs of this com- 
munity," Hertog said, adding that nam- 
ing the Y after Buehler was the single 
greatest recognition that members could 
bestow. 


The decision to request the donation 


and consequently name the Y after Bueh- 
ler "was not an easy matter to come to a 
decision about," Hertog said. But when 
the board members did take the action 
five years ago, it was a unanimous deci- 
sion made in the "best interests, goals 
and objectives of the Y," according to 
Hertog. 


In a letter to members of the Y. R. 


Jack Fisher, vice-chairman of the board 


of directors, wrote that the arrangement 
with Buehler was made "in the best in- 
terests of our YMCA . . . You have the 
assurance and confidence that your 
Board of Directors, as a unit, believe 
they have acted correctly and appro- 
priately in your behalf." 


BUEHLER DIED in September, 1971, 


only months after the contribution ar- 
rangement was made. He retired in 1964 
as chairman and president of the Victor 
Comptometer Corp. Buehler also played 
a major role in the building of Northwest 
Community Hospital, serving as chair- 
man of its board of trustees. He and his 
wife are listed as the largest contributors 
to the hospital during its building pro- 
gram. 


His first involvement in the YMf* "M- 


grara came in 1928, when he was a char- 
ter member of the board of the Lincoln- 
Belmont YMCA in Chicago. Buehler was 
chairman of that group for 17 years. 


"Our recognition of Mr. Buebler is 


really, I think, principally for his lead- 
ership in the YMCA, and secondarily for 
his contribution to our program," Hertog 
said. 


Recognizing 
contributors 
through 


plaques or by naming rooms or buildings 
for them is a standard practice when try- 
ing to raise money for major projects, 
according to Hertog. 


"Clearly, they (contributors) don't do 


it just for that purpose, but it is a good 
way to motivate people to give more," 
Hertog explained. 


"THE 
MEMBERS and community 


should be aware that we would not have 
gone to just anyone with this proposal," 


Hertog said. "I will miss the Countryside 
name. It has served us well. But I will be 
proud and nappy to work with the Bueh- 
ler YMCA," he added. 


Including Buehler's donation, a total 


$1.7 million has been raised toward the 
building, which is expected to cost $2 
million. Fitness centers costing an addi- 
tional $500,000 are being financed by sep- 
arate contributions from people who will 
use those facilities. The structure at 
Baldwin Road and Northwest Highway is 
near completion, with opening ceremon- 
ies set for September. The building will 
include everything from meeting rooms 
to a swimming pool.

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Victory margin of 3-2 surprises many observers 
Wendell Jones, Republican mates sweep into offices

Wendell E, Jones and his Republican 


running mates last night swept into con- 
trol of the Palatine Village Board by a 
surprisingly wide margin. 


Jones, in capturing the village presi- 


dency, swamped his Village Independent 
Party opponent, Clayton W. Brown, by a 
3-to2 margin. Jones tallied 3,139 votes to 
2,105 for Brown. 


O t h e r Republican candidates also 


soundly beat their VIP opponents, mostly 
incumbents. 


Elected as village trustees on the GOP 


ticket were James L. Shaw, with 2,929 
votes: Richard W. Fonte, 2,885; Robert 
J. Guss Jr., 2,761; defeating their VIP 


opponents, Shirley A. Munson, 2,395 
votes; Terry L. Leighty, 2,389; and 
Thomas F. Ahem, 2,374. 


Republican Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. was 


elected to a two-year trustee term, out- 
polling his VIP opponent, Kent L. Brad- 
ley, 2,976 to 2,212. 


Top vote-getter of all candidate.; was 


Diane B. Greenlees who beat VIP candi- 
date Marilyn J. Bogen for village clerk, 
3,233 to 1,964. 


The election was expected by observ- 


ers to be considerably closer, but from 
early returns, it was evident that a Re- 
publican sweep was in the making. 


THE GOP TICKET carried 17 of the 23 


precincts, devastating the VIPs in sev- 
eral precincts. 


Jones said last night he was "not sur- 


prised" by the outcome, characterizing 
the Republican campaign as "A team ef- 
fort." 


Voters turned out in unusually high 


numbers for a local election. An unoffi- 
cial total of 5,312 residents cast ballots, 
35 per cent of the registered voters. Most 
local elections draw 25 to 30 per cent of 
the voters. 


Jones, a village trustee for six years, 


attributed the Republican victory to "the 
people." 


"We're not going to do anything rash," 


he said, "but we're going to try to carry 


out as many of the campaign pledges as 
we possibly can." 


The Republican candidates had waged 


an aggressive campaign, strongly criti- 
cizing the way Palatine had been run the 
past two years under Village Indepen- 
dent Party rule. 


Among the key Republican campaign 


promises were refunding to taxpayers 
the equivalent of this year's local tax in- 
crease, imposing a ban on building in the 
flood plain and immediately beginning 
construction of retention basins, recondi- 
tioning storm sewers and adopting a new 
master plan for the future development 
in the village. 


JONES SAID last night the first move 


by the Republicans, who officially take 
over Monday night, will be to evaluate 
village departments. Next, he indicated, 
"we'll amend the budget a little bit." 


The budget in particular had come un- 


der GOP attack, as the Republicans ac- 
cused the VIPs of mismanaging village 
funds. 


Two of the VIPs, including defeated 


presidential candidate Brown, will re- 
main on the village board, the trustee 
terms of Brown and Fred H. Zajonc ex- 
pire in 1975. 


Jones had indicated one of his first 


moves as village president will be to "sit 
down with Fred and Clay and see if we 


can heal the wounds and work together." 


The two VIPs, however, appeared bit- 


ter after their party was crushed in the 
hard-fought contest. 


"A LOT OF PEOPLE voted for the 


VIPs and they deserve representation," 
Zajonc said. Motioning to Brown, he 
added: "And you and I will be giving it." 


Brown said the VIPs made "three 


serious mistakes" that cost them the 
election: "We made no promises, we 
stuck to the facts and we told the truth." 


Indicating he would not step down as a 


village trustee, Brown said grimly: "I 
want to be around to see them do what 
they said they would do." 


VIP candidates: they 
knew defeat was coming 


Shirley Munson knew it was coming. 
"You look nervous," one of her run- 


ning mates observed as returns came in 
last night from the first two precincts. 


"No," she said calmly. "I know the 


outcome." 


No one at VIP headquarters asked 


what she thought it would be. They all 
knew, too, 


The first two precincts were split, the 


Republicans taking one, a combination of 
Precincts 32 and 44 in the older section of 
town, and the VIPs the other, Precinct 
33 in the Winston Park subdivision. 


Results in the two precincts were 


close, but the VIPs in particular counted 
heavily on Winston Park to help put 
them over. 


Barely squeaking by in a precinct they 


needed badly was the first indication 
their hopes were in jeopardy. 


Later returns merely verified the pal- 


tern. 


The VIPs carried just six of the 23 pre 


cints, and only two of the precincts in 
which VIP candidates live. 


Five of the six VIP precincts were in 


the Winston Park area. The sixth pre- 
cinct the VIP's carried includes the Ke- 
nilwicke subdivision. The precincts car- 
ried by the VIP's were only by narrow

The Republican candidates were par- 


ticularly aided by straight-ticket voting, 
capturing four precincts by 3-to-l mar- 
gins.

Pushers being grilled in murder probe

Lake County sheriff's investigators are 


questioning known drug pushers and ad- 
dicts in the Northwest suburban area for 
leads in the murder of a Mount Prospect 
man found Saturday in the trunk of his 
car. 


Jerry Chuetz, chief deputy sheriff, said 


investigators believe the victim, Michael 
Taylor, 19, of 1800 Knights Bridge Dr., 
may have swindled one of his killers in a 
narcotics deal. 


Taylor, an addict wantd for armed rob- 


beries last year in Des Plaines, Mount 
Prospect, Palatine and Skokie, was 
found in the trunk of his abandoned car 
near Mundelein. 


INVESTIGATORS believe he was mur- 


dered early this year in Des Plaines or 
Mount Prospect and driven to the spot 
where the car was found. He was shot in 
the chest gangland-style with a shotgun 
and stabbed twice in the back. 


"We are trying to get a lead into the 


case by backtracking his immediate past 
whereabouts through interviewing people 
that had associated with him," Chuetz 
said. 


Taylor had been a narcotics user since 


he was 15, according to police and had 
been well known to addicts and pushers 
on Chicago's northwest side. He was said 
to have been supporting a $50 a day he- 
roin habit. 


Des Plaines police had been searching 


for Taylor since Jan. 15 after he failed to 
appear in court on armed robbery 
charges. 


TAYLOR WAS believed to have been 


involved in a series of grocery store rob- 
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beries in Des Plaines and Mount Pros- 
pect last fall with James LaRocco, 20, of 
8414 Greenwood Ave., Niles. 


The armed holdups are estimated to 


have netted the pair close to $900. 


Niles police arrested LaRocco last Oc- 


tober after stopping him for a traffic vio- 
lation and discovering a knife and ski 
mask used in the robberies in his car. 


Under questioning, LaRocco implicated 


Taylor and another man, James Patton, 
20, 6662 Scott St., Hanover Park, in some 
of the crimes. 


THE CHARGES against Patton were 


dropped last December. LaRocco who 
pleaded guilty was given a two to four- 
year prison term March 5, for his in- 
volvement in the holdups. 


Chuetz, who estimated the body had 


been in the car for more than three 
months said Taylor's wife, Donna, 19, 
had last reported seeing her husband 
around Jan. 1. Taylor also had an 18- 
month-old child. 


Taylor's body was discovered Saturday 


by two teenage motorcyclists who told 
police they noticed a strange smell com- 
ing from the trunk of the abandoned 
auto.

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2,300 turn out for aldermanic race 


Incumbents carry the vote in all five wards in city

Incumbents in all five wards in Rolling 


Meadows were elected yesterday as 
more than 2,300 persons cast ballots in 
the aldermanic election. 


In the 1st ward, Aid. Merrill Wuerch 


defeated Marilyn "Deane" Wandersee 
Wuerch had 305 votes and Mrs Wan- 
dersee, 182. 


Aid. Stephen Eberhard was elected in 


the 3rd ward over challenger Richard 
Nolan. Eberhard, the leading vote getter 
of all candidates had 454 votes. Nolan 
had 268. 


Aid. Daniel Weber defeated George 


Corral is the 4th ward. Weber collected 
331 votes and Corral, 154. 


The closest race was in the 5th ward 


where Aid. Frederick Jacobson outpolled 
Bernard Macklin. Jacobson had 246 votes 
and Macklin, 161. 


Aid. Thomas Waldron, who was unop- 


posed in the 2nd ward, received 148 
votes. 


THE BREAKDOWN of the vote in the 


5th Ward showed Jacobson winning the 
first precinct 129 to 43, losing the second 
precinct to Macklin with only 97 votes to 
Macklin's 118, and carrying the third 
precinct of the Meadow Trace apart- 
ments by a unanimous 20 votes to zero 
for Macklin. 


"The butterflies are gone," Jacobson 


said last, night. "I'm very happy. It was 
a long, hard campaign. Again it was the 
people who worked for me, the people 


who cared and the people who wanted to 
se me reelected that did it." 


Mayor Roland Meyer had praise for 


other winners, including Eberhard, the 
highest vote-getter in all wards. 


Eberhard polled a total of 454 votes to 


Nolan's 268. His highest plurality came 
in the second precinct, which he carried 
195 to 84. Totals in the first precinct 
showed Eberhard receiving 156 to No- 
lan's 95, and the third precinct with 103 
to 89 for Nolan. 


"HONESTLY, I'm really stunned," 


Eberhard said after the results were an- 
nounced. "The only thing I can say is 
that I'm very happy. I think the people 
who voted for me voted for Rolling 
Meadows." 


The highest precinct turnout anywhere 


in the city took place in Ward 4's first 
precinct, which Weber carried 275 votes 
to 119 for Corral. Only 91 apartment resi- 
dents voted in the 4th Ward's other two 
precincts. Totals in precinct two show 
Weber with 31 to Corral's 13 and in pre- 
cinct three Weber getting 25 votes and 
Corral getting 22. 


Weber said afterward he was "very 


elated," adding the turnout in the ward 
was "typical of what we expected." 


Results in the 1st Ward showed 


Wuerch's greatest margin came in the 
ward's third precinct where he defeated 
Mrs. Wandersee, 130 to 32. In the -first 
precinct, results showed Wuerch with 138 
to 126 and in the second precinct, where 


only 61 votes were cast, Wuerch receiv- 
ing 37 votes to Mrs. Wandersee's 24. 


Wuerch said last night he was pleased 


with the results. In commenting on her 
defeat, Mrs. Wandersee said, "I think I 
gave the voters a choice." She said two 
factors were important in deciding the 
outcome of the 1st Ward contest. 


"FIRST, I WAS a woman and perhaps 


some of the people were not ready for a 
woman yet. Second, my husband is on 
the police force and I think some of the 
voters were not convinced this would not 
be a conflict of interest." 


Only two write-in votes were cast 


throughout the city. They came in the 
2nd Ward where Brian O'Malley, a pa- 
trolman on the city police force, and 


Robert S. Adamski each received one 
vote. 


Yesterday's results mark the beginning 


of second terms on the council for 
Wuerch, Weber, and Jacobson. Wuerch 
was appointed to the council in 1969 to 
replace the vacancy left by James Wat- 
son, who was appointed city manager. 
He ran unopposed in 1971 to complete the 
term. 


Weber was appointed to the council in 


1968 and was elected to a full term in 
1969. Jacobson ran successfully in 1969 
against incumbent Aid. Rudolf Balek. 


Waldron and Eberhard will remain the 


council's senior members, with Waldron 
having first won election in 1959 and 
Eberhard in 1960. 


Jacobson wins 
despite Meyer

"I felt it was a greater achievement 


than four years ago," victorious Aid. 
Fredrick Jacobson (5th) said last night 
after winning his second term on the 
Rolling Meadows City Council. 


Jacobson was the the only incumbent 


who was not backed by Mayor Roland 
Meyer in his bid for reelection. 


"THIS TIME I had the mayor working 


against me," Jacobson commented. "He 
was out all day at the polls campaigning 
for my opponent." 


Meyer, a 5th Ward resident, didn't sup- 


port Jacobson four years ago when he 
successfully defeated then Incumbent 
Aid. Rudolf Balek. In yesterday's race 
Meyer endorsed Jacobson's opponent 
Bernard Macklin because of what Meyer 
called "inconsistent statements" by Ja- 
cobson during his council term. 


THE MAYOR also said Macklin could 


provide better representation for the 
ward's southern end since he lives there. 
Jacobson and the 5th Ward's other alder- 
man, Kenneth Retzke, live in the north- 
ern end of the ward. 


Board to canvass 
election tonight 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 


Board of Education will hold its annual 
organization meeting tonight at 8 at the 
E. S. Castor Administration Building, 505 
S. Quentin, Palatine. 


After a canvass of Saturday's school 


board election results, a president and 
secretary of the board will be elected. A 
time and place for the regular board 
meetings will also be established. 


The board will accept bids for asphalt, 


cafeteria seating and central storage at 
Palatine Hills Junior High School, The 
board also will receive a progress report 
on construction at the school and the ca- 
lendar for occupancy in the new school. 


Jacobson said his stands have not been 


inconsistent and Meyer opposed him be- 
cause Jacobson challenged the mayor on 
certain matters. 


In response to speculation he might op- 


pose Meyer in 1975, Jacobson said "At 
the present time I have four years to 
serve on the council. I have no plans at 
this time." 


Despite Macklin's defeat, Meyer said 


last night he was not surprised by the 
results of yesterday's contest. 


"The results are about what I ex- 


pected," Meyer said. "Bernie made a 
good showing. He was running against an 
incumbent. We had a good turnout and 
we carried the southern end of the ward 
for Bernie." 


JACOBSON ALSO expressed pleasure 


with the voter turnout, but said the poor 
showing in the Meadow Trace apart- 
ments, where only 20 persons voted, was 
a source of some disappointment. 


"My wife and I worked very hard in 


the Meadow Trace apartments. With as 
much work as we did we felt we might 
get a few more people out," he said. 


"When one-third of the ward is in the 


apartments and only 20 vote, It's hard to 
defeat an incumbent," Meyer said. 


Lack of interest on the part of apart- 


ment residents in the election was appar- 
ent in the 4th Ward as well, where the 
city's other major complexes are lo- 
cated. 


With a registered voter population of 


more than 800, only 91 persons from the 
three major apartments (Georgetown, 
Three Fountains and Algonquin Park 
Apartments) voted yesterday. The apart- 
ments make up two-thirds of the 4th 
Ward population. 


WINNING INCUMBENT 4th Ward Aid. 


Daniel Weber yesterday criticized the 
poor turnout by apartment residents. 


"Both myself and George Corral (We- 


ber's opponent) campaigned hard in the 
apartments but the turnout was pretty 
bad, although it was larger than in the 
past," Weber said. "They have more vot- 
ers in the apartment complexes than In 
the single-family area but nearly 60 per 
cent of the single-family voters got out."

Schools shift gears, retain 
popular auto shop teacher 
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High School Dist. 214 has found a way 


to keep teacher Tom Hackenbach. 


Hackenbach, a power mechanics teach- 


er 
at 
Arlington 
High School, was 


reluctantly dismissed by the school 
board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate. 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 
Hackenbach on. 


t'NDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education. Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching

without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney, the 
district's director of instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them. 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16 
hours of education courses and com- 
pleted his student teaching requirement 
while teaching in the district summer 
school. To complete a regular certificate 
for power mechanics, however, he would 
have to take about 24 more semester

The Arlington Heights Board of Local 


Improvements has objected to a proposal 
by Rolling Meadows to close off Old 
Wilke Road at the Algonquin Road inter- 
section. 


Arlington Heights officials said the pro- 


posed cui-de-sac for old Wilke at Algon- 
quin Road would create problems for 
residents of a large apartment complex 
there — Twelve Oaks. They said shutting 
off old Wilke would cause residents diffi- 
culty in getting to their homes. 


City Engineer James Muldowney, rep- 


resenting Rolling Meadows, said the city 
wanted to block the intersection because 
the heavy traffic on Algonquin has made 
the intersection hazardous. 


Arlington 
Heights board members, 


however, asked that the request be 
dropped until completion of New Wilke 
Road which is expected to be the major 
north-south thoroughfare for that area. 
New Wilke Road is the four-lane highway 
located just east of Old Wilke Road. New 
Wilke eventually will run from Kirchoff 
Road to Golf Road.

Sewer may

A new sanitary sewer to be built by the 


Metropfltan Sanitary 
District (MSD) 


may someday facilitate apartment or 
commercial development on land around 
Arlington Park Race Track. 


The MSD plans to install a large sani- 


tary sewer down Rohlwing Road from. 
Palatine to its new sewage treatment 
plant under construction in Schaumburg. 


The main purpose of the $3.5 million- 


project is to eliminate a pumping station, 
north of the Winston Park subdivision in. 
Palatine and also increase sewer capac- 
ity in that and two other smaller sub-- 
divisions. 


But the sewer will also be built large, 


enough to accommodate future devel- 
opment at the track, according to MSD 
right-of-way negotiator, Arthur Fiedler. • 


Fiedler said the sewer under Rohlwing 


Road, which forms the western boundary 
of the race track, will include tie-in 
points that could be connected to future 
buildings at the track. 


LAST SUMMER, track owners hired 


land planning consultants to work on a 
master plan for the land between the 
race track and the Arlington Park Tow- 
ers Hotel. 


Tom Rivera, a spokesman for Arling- 


ton Park Race Track, said yesterday he 
knew of no immediate plans for devel- 
opment of the track property, and said 
he was unaware of the sewer construc- 
tion project. 


Work on the sewer line is expected to 


begin next fall, MSD officials have in- 
dicated. 


The sewer line will be extended north 


under Rohlwing Road to Kenilworth 
Road in Palatine and then connected, 
south of the track along Rte. 53 into the 
S c h a u m b u r g sewage treatment site 
.which Fiedler described as "the most 
modern plant in the world." 


He said the sewer pipe would be five 


feet in diameter and have connecting 
points at each manhole. The entire $3.5 
million cost of the project is being paid 
by the MSD. 


According to Fiedler, the project is 


being undertaken so that the district can 
phase out the Palatine pumping station, 
and improve sewer conditions in Winston- 
Park, Lake Louise and Virginia Lake 
subdivisions in Palatine.

al for the Big J Amusements carnival to 


be held May 2-6 in the parking lot of 
Golf-Rose Shopping Center. 
He has 


worked with Big J on carnivals in Arling- 
ton Heights, he said. 


ALTHOUGH THE association is a na- 


tional group, it has chapters covering lo- 
cal areas, Horcher said. When board 
members suggested that he request per- 
mits for a date in August rather than 
May, he replied the carnival operators 
are not available for that time. The asso- 
ciation planned the Hoffmas Estates car- 
nival as an experiment, he said, having 
formerly directed all its fund-raising ef- 
forts at tag days and neighborhood chil- 
dren's carnivals.

Hackenbach, a power mechanics teach- 


er 
at 
Arlington 
High 
School, was 


reluctantly dismissed 
by the school 


board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate. 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 
Hackenbach on. 


UNDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education, Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching 


without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney, the 
district's director of instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them. 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16 
hours of education courses and com- 
pleted his student teaching requirement 
while teaching in the district summer 
school, To complete a regular certificate 
for power mechanics, however, he would 
have to take about 24 more semester 
hours in that field.

Teichert, Village Party candidates sweep to victory 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert emerged the victor yesterday after 
a bitter and divisive election campaign. 


Mis primary opponent, Michael Minton, 


promised last night to continue his activi- 
ty in village matters, and said he would 
return to oppose the Village Party in 
four years. 


Minton said he also plans to partici- 


pate, if asked, in a promised in- 
vestigation of vote fraud in the election 
by the Cook County State's Attorney's of- 
fice. 


TEICHERT, with 5,693 votes in 16 of 17 


precincts, was the star of a victory party 
for his Village Party at Mount Prospect 
VFW Post 1337, 601 N. Main St. Minton 
trailed with 3,625 votes, and independent 
m a y o r a l candidate Albert Motsch 
claimed 496 votes. Tallies are unofficial. 


Teichert began his victory speech by 


reminding village trustees they have a 10 


a.m. court date today. The hearing is on 
a lawsuit filed by Minton before election 
day asking for an injunction to stop the 
truth squad, formed by the trustees. 


"I thought my family has taken a hell 


of a beating," Teichert said. He then 
said he thought the election results were 
an indication by residents that "this type 
of campaign waged by Michael Minton 
will not be tolerated." He said Minton's 
campaign was "an attack on Mount 
Prospect." He said he expects some kind 
of "firm action" to be taken to prevent 
similar campaigns in the future, but did 
not say what type action might be taken. 


MINTON WOULD not concede the 


election, although he admitted defeat. 


"The mayor has ignored me during the 


campaign and I see no reason to respond 
to him now," he said. "I ask each Mount 
Prospect resident to watch the mayor 
closely and encourage them to speak out 


on issues that affect their homes, proper- 
ty and family, since he's been given an 
unrestricted building permit for the next 
four years." 


At 9:10 p.m. Minton made a speech 


with about 9 precincts in. At that time he 
was trailing by about 1,000 votes. "I'm 
not going to concede at this time, but if 
the current pattern follows, our present 
mayor will be elected to another 4-year 
term. In this campaign, I was not fight- 
ing our present mayor, but the local 
press and its unfair coverage of the elec- 
tion, plus a vicious rumor campaign. In 
our analysis, the present mayor was 
elected by running on the coattails of a 
slate and the local newspaper." 


"I will remain as active and interested 


as I have been in this campaign. We're 
going to have to fight the mayor hand to 
hand," he said, talking to about 70 cam- 
paign workers: 


"THE ISSUES have not been open to 


the voters. I lay that charge with the 
local newspaper. I certainly plan to op- 
pose the Village .Party in four more 
years." 


Minton's representatives said last night 


that the Cook County State's Attorney's 
office has agreed to investigate charges 
of election vote fraud. The charges were 
made yesterday morning when Minton 
and his workers discovered legal affida- 
vits, used to certify voters whose names 
do not appear on the authorized village 
voting lists, were unavailable for a time 
in several precincts where Minton said he 
expected to run strongly. 
• 


Minton said he went to the village 


clerk's office at 7:30 a.m. to try to get 
the situation rectified, but got no re- 
sponse. 


Assistant State's Atty. Jeff Kent, head- 


ing the vote fraud investigation, was un- 
available for comment last night. 


MINTON DID WIN in a few precincts, 


primarily number 12, which contains his 
former resident in the Mount Shire devel- 
opment. Ed Rhea, write-in candidate for 
trustee who was president of the Mount 
Shire Homeowners Association, said, 
"Precinct 12 was a protest vote against 
the village administration who has ig- 
nored us and our problems, and acted as 
if we weren't even there. They consider 
us part of Elk Grove Village." 


At 10:40 p.m. Motsch arrived at the 


VFW and the band played "For He's a 
Jolly Good Fellow." Teichert introduced 
him and said, "He's a real gentleman. 
Mount Prospect should be proud of him." 


Motsch said, "I think I did a good job 


helping our friend Bob here, and after 


the election, I think I'm going to help 
him up at city hall." At that point 
Motsch was losing by 4,282 votes. 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, appeared at the 
Teichert headquarters at the VFW post 
early in the evening and shook hands 
with Teichert. He later said, "I'm very 
upset with this Minton; very dis- 
appointed with the tactics he used in the 
campaign." 


Schlickman said he met Minton a 


couple months ago and told him he 
thought he (Minton) was a "presump- 
tuous young man." "I have been dis- 
appointed by the scare tactics. He is at- 
tempting to appeal to the baser instincts 
of the citizens. His defeat will prove that 
the citizens are not going to be subjected 
to this kind of baseness."

State Sen. David J, Regner, R-Mount 


Prospect, yesterday said he is optimistic 
that his bill appropriating $805,000 for 
Welter Creek Improvements will be be- 
come taw, 


The bill will be discussed in the Illinois 


General Assembly's Appropriations Com- 
mittee in three or four weeks. Regner 
introduced the bill, which would appro- 
priate the money to the Department of 
Transportation, last week as a contin- 
uation of anti-flood measures. 


If the bill becomes law, Regner said he 


believes actual work on the creek can 
begin again by fall. So far the creek has 
been widened and rechanneled from the 
Des Plalnes River to School Street in 
Mount Prospect. 


"Substantial improvements have been 


marie along Weller Creek but there is. 
still some work to be done," Regner 
spid. "I'm booing for the cooperation of 
all parties concerned so that the flooding

ORIGINALLY, the plan was to have 


the creek work completed through Wil- 
liam Street and another section done this 
summer. But the village objected to the 
"lack of bank protection." Work stopped 
and funds were used on the banks in the 
section already completed, Village Engi- 
neer Leonard H. Dicke said. 


With the heavy rains of last spring, 


much of the seeding on the banks was 
washed away, as were some of the 
banks. Village officials want the banks 
restored before the project proceeds be- 
cause they are having some problems ob- 
taining easements for a portion of the 
upstream work. 


The village board has agreed to budget 


money for the bank work and has 
pledged to complete the restoration by 
the end of summer, according to Village 
Mgr.

Erviti 10% raise under fire 


The 10 per cent pay hike for James 


Erviti, superintendent of Elk Grove 
Township School Dist. 59, may be dis- 
cussed again by the school board.- 


Judy Zanca, a board member who op- 


posed granting the raise, asked that the 
matter be brought up again at the May 7 
board meeting. Erviti's salary was 
raised to about $35,000 a year at a spe- 
cial meeting last week. 


Allen Sparks, new board president, 


said he would consult with the board's 
attorney about the legality of discussing 
a raise that has been granted. He said if 
the question could be legally brought up 
again, it would be put on the agenda for 
the May 7 meeting. 


Other repercussions of the pay raise 


may also be felt in the teacher contract 
negotiations. 


MICHAEL SCARPELLI, president of 


the Dist. 59 Teachers' Council said he 
was "glad to see the board believes in 
offering more than just a cost-of-living 
raise." 


He said the important thing was not 


that it was the superintendent who re- 
ceived a 10 per cent raise, but that a 
raise of that size was approved. 


The council and the district are now 


negotiating for the new teachers' con- 
tract. By mutual agreement, the negotia- 
tions are closed and no announcement on 
the discussion is made. No release has 
been made on the size of the raise the 
teachers are asking or what the district 
is offering. 


Erviti declined to comment on the pos- 


sibility that the teachers may pattern 
their pay demands on his 10 per cent 
raise. 


AL DOMANICO, board member on the 


negotiation team, said he expected the 
raise would affect negotiatons. "It is 
very natural for the negotiating team to 
react to the raises given to the adminis- 
tration," he said. 


The raise was approved at the special 


board meeting Friday by a 4-3 vote. Two 
of the four members who approved the 
raise, Harry Peterson and Sharrie Hil- 
debrandt, were "lame duck" members. 
They did not run in Saturday's election 
and were replaced as board members 
Monday night by Emil Bahnmaier and 
Charles Knaup. 


Mrs, Zanca, one of the three members

Gerald Smiley, who also opposed the 


raise, read a statement Monday in which 
he said he was "still in shock" over the 
board's action in granting the raise.

Plans are moving ahead which should 


put at least two minibuses on the streets 
of Arlington Heights sometime this sum- 
mer. 


A precise starting date for the bus ser- 


vice, to be operated by the Metron Sys- 
tems Corp., hinges on when bids for the 
bus equipment are received and how 
long it takes to manufacture the vehicles. 


Assistant Village Mgr. Darryl Kenning 


said yesterday he hopes bid specifica- 
tions can be sent out this week to pros- 
pective manufacturers. 


The village board Monday night ap- 


proved a one-year agreement between 
Metron and the village under which Ar- 
lington Heights will buy the two buses 
and lease them to the bus company. 


METRON PLANS on running the buses 


during rush hours between the larger 
apartment complexes in the village and 
the Arlington Heights train station. 


The buses also will run between se- 


lected stops in single-family subdivisions 
and the train depot, Kenning said. 


During non-rush hours it is anticipated 


Village to pay $4,000 
more for 73 gasoline 


The Village of Arlington Heights will 


pay about 14,000 more for gasoline this 
year than last, and the cost could go still 
higher. 


Officials blame the Increase on the 


threatened gasoline shortage this sum- 
mer. 


The village recently sent out requests 


for bids on gasoline and diesel fuel to 
every major petroleum company in the 
area, said Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, 
but received only two bid offers. 


The low bid, which was accepted by 


the village board, was submitted by 
AMOCO (American Oil Company) which 
said it would provide gasoline at 16.79 
cents a gallon, and diesel fuel at 14,22 
cents a gallon. 


The bid represents about a two cent 


per gallon increase over last year's 
price. Last year the village used about 
200,000 gallons of gasoline and 31,000 gal- 
lons of diesel fuel, Hanson said. 


Park program fees 
raised 5 per cent 


An average fee increase of 5 per cent 


for park programs has been approved by 
the Arlington Heights Park Board for 
1973 summer activities. 


Summer swimming passes will be 


raised from $25 to $27 for family; $15 to 
$16 for an adult; and $8 to $9 per child. 
Reduced rates will be in effect after July 
IS for summer swimming. 


The fee for men's Softball has been 


raised from $100 to $125, however the 
boys Softball fee will stay at $35. The 
base fee for most other park district pro- 
grams will be $5 this summer, a dollar 
increase over last year. 


Every resident will receive a brochure 


describing all the park district summer 
programs and fees about May 1, which is 
also the first day of program registra- 
tion. 


According to Tom Thornton, director of 


parka and recreation, the fee increases 
were needed because of rising cost of 
equipment'and program supervisors.

AMOCO ALSO attached a condition to 


the bid saying that it was reserving the 
right to raise the gasoline price after 10 
days notice to the village. 


Some petroleum industry experts have 


predicted a summer of rising gasoline 
prices because of supply shortages. A 
number of independent gas stations have 
already been cut off from gasoline sup- 
plies and forced to close, or seek new 
supplies at a higher price. 


Hanson said the second bid, which was 


about three cents higher per gallon than 
AMOCO's, was submitted by the Keller 
Hart Co. of Clarendon Hills. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier suggested 


that in accepting the AMOCO bid the vil- 
lage should indicate that it does not 
agree with the price increase clause. "I 
don't think it will do much good, 
though," he admitted. 


Hanson said the price increase option 


was "a rider they (AMOCO) attached to 
their bid. They were our supplier last 
year, and the way things are going, 
we're lucky they stayed with us," he told 
the board. 


Besides the gasoline it uses in its own 


vehicles, the village also supplies gaso- 
line to the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict and School Dlst. 25.

Sewer may 
spur track 
area growth 


A new sanitary sewer to be built by the 


Metroplitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
may someday facilitate apartment or 
commercial development on land around 
Arlington Park Race Track. 


The MSD plans to install a large sani- 


tary sewer down Rohlwing Road from 
Palatine to its new sewage treatment 
plant under construction in Schaumburg. 


The main purpose of the $3.5 million 


project is to eliminate a pumping station 
north of the Winston Park subdivision in 
Palatine and also increase sewer capac- 
ity in that and two other smaller sub- 
divisions. 


But the sewer will also be built large 


enough to accommodate future devel- 
opment at the track, according to MSD 
right-of-way negotiator, Arthur Fiedler. 


Fiedler said the sewer under Rohlwing 


Road, which forms the western boundary 
of the race track, will include tie-in 
points that could be connected to future 
buildings at the track. 


LAST SUMMER, track owners hired 


land planning consultants to work on a 
master plan for the land between the 
race track and the Arlington Park Tow- 
ers Hotel. 


Tom Rivera, a spokesman for Arling- 


ton Park Race Track, said yesterday he 
knew of no immediate plans for devel- 
opment of the track property, and said 
he was unaware of the sewer construc- 
tion project. 


Work on the sewer line is expected to 


begin next fall, MSD officials have in- 
dicated. 


The sewer line will be extended north 


under Rohlwing Road to Kenilworth 
Road in Palatine and then connected 
south of the track along Rte. 53 into the 
S c h a u m b u r g sewage treatment site 
which Fiedler described as "the most 
modern plant in the world." 


He said the sewer pipe would be five 


feet in diameter and have connecting 
points at each manhole. The entire $3.5 
million cost of the project is being paid 
by the MSD. 


According to Fiedler, the project is 


being undertaken so that the district can 
phase out the Palatine pumping station, 
and improve sewer conditions in Winston 
Park, Lake Louise and Virginia Lake 
subdivisions in Palatine. He also said it 
will be of future benefit to the race track 
and the Village of Arlington Heights. 


School officials shift gears, retain auto shop teacher 


High School Dist. 214 has found a way 


to keep teacher Tom Hackenbach. 


Hackenbach, a power mechanics teach- 


er at Arlington High School, was 
reluctantly dismissed by the school 
board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate." 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 


Hackenbach on. 


UNDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education, Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching 


without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney, the 
district's director of instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them. 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16 
hours of education courses and com-
